It is 114 miles in length, and. contains more cuts and fills, trestles and 
bridges, tunnels und snowsheds, than any 114 iiles of continuous track in 
existence. The two miles shown in this subject give one an excellent idea 
of some of the difficulties of construction encountered. 


9310 Through Miles Canyon on a Cattle Scow—1853 feet. 

Never has there been made a scenic moving picture that will hold the at- 
tention of every one like this subject. Miles Cafion in the Upper Yukon 
is a box cafion that narrows the river from a quarter of a mile wide, down 
to GO feet. It has a drop of 18 feet in a mile and a quarter, and a cur- 
rent of 16 miles an hour. The scows going through the dangerous stretch 
of water must be steered by large sweeps from front and back, each sweep 
handled by twomen. Our camera was so placed as to show the front sweepers 
constantly in action, and at the same time to show the rushing, whirling 
waters striking the black frowning basalt walls and by them dashed back 
to the center of the current, making a veritable Whirlpool Rapids, which 
can be navigated in safety only by the most experienced pilots. 

This is without doubt one of the greatest interest-sustaining subjects of 
natural scenery ever made. |

While the art of recording move- 
ment by the camera and the repro- 
duction of the views so recorded, 
presenting scenes in which the ob- 
jects appear in motion as in fife, is 
not entirely new, yet it partakes 
largely of the character of novelty, 
since but a small percentage of the 
general public has been allorded an 
opportunity of becoming at all 
familtar with the subject, or of even 
witnessing the marvelous results 
obtained. 

Results heretofore attained by in- 
struments of this class have been 
unsatisfactory, the views produced 
being too small, and the great vibra- 
tion attending the operation of the 
appliances used for presenting them 
giving a blurred and unsteady 
effect to the picture, tiring to the 
eye and taking away much of the 
realistic effect, and, too, the appar- 
atus used has been bulky, compli- 
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wo 


cated and costly,'requiriag mechan- 
ical power for dts operation and the 
constant cate of skilled atlendants, 
all of which have operaied against 
ihe general introduction of such ap- 
paratus and restricted its use to a 
icw of the larger cities, and even 
there to fixed places where suitable 
mechanical power could be had. 

‘The Mutoscope is free from all 
these objections and difficulties. Its 
size, approximating that of an or- 
dinary sewing machine case cr 
cover, makes it available for use in 
the most limited space. Its mechan- 
ism is of so simple a character that 
it will not get out of order with or- 
dinary use; so simple is it that a child 
can operate it. It presents views 
about the size of a cabinet photo- 
graph, and runs so smoothly and 
steadily that each picture appears 
to be a part of one continuous pho- 
tograph of a scene, with every 
gesture and movement faithfully 
reproduced, as in life. 

The perfection attained by the

Mutoscope is duc in no small degree 
to the special mechanism employed 
in photographing the subjects. 
With this mechanism successive 
photographs of objects in motion 
are taken upon a band of film at 
the rate of 40 to 60 per second, 

Photographic prints from the 
series of pictures thus obtained, are 
mounted in consecutive order 
around a cylinder, standing out like 
the leaves of a book, as shown in 
the illustration. (Page 9.) 

When this cylinder is slowly re- 
volved the picture cards being held 
back by a stop, and allowed to snap 
past the cye one by one, as one 
thumbs the leaves of a book, an 
apparently moving picture is the 
result, and it is difficult to realize 
that the picture is not endowed 
with life. 

For commercial purposes, the cyl- 
inder or reel of pictures, is mounted 
in a box on the outside of which is 
a crank, and a very simple mech- 
anism connects the crank with the 
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scope, the ssectator has the per- 
formance entizely under his own 
contrat by the turning of the crank.

The 
picture shows the snow-capped monarchs of the 
Rockies in the background as well as the narrow 
shelf on which the rails were laid.

Panorama of the Royal Gorge 
Code word, Grifin 

Everybody who has read or heard of Colorado 
knows about this wonderful piece of railroad. 
Many years ago there was a fight between the 
Denver and Rio Grande and the Santa Fe Roads 
for possession of this narrow canon, at that time 
believed to be the only way through the front 
range of mountains toward Leadville and the 
golden west. For weeks armed forces were se 
trenched behind breastworks of rocks and ties and 
the little graveyard near the scene received ae : 
additions. ‘The Santa Fe people finally midis 
because their engineers had told them it would be 
an absolute impossibility to build a road up that 
narrow gorge where the Arkansas river rushed like 
a mill race between two walls of rock 2:000 feet 
high. In one place there was a deep pool almost 
in the vortex of the stream where piers or brides 
abutments could never rest on solid foundation. 
The Rio Grande people found this place later but 
their engineers solved the problem in the most 
singular manner ever heard of. A bridee wag built 
and anchored to the rock on one side. Then two 
great steel trusses were thrown across the canon 
and from these the outside end of the Bridie was 
swung by means of rods from above. Forman: 
years—even now—this bridge is pointed out.as the 
greatest single example of the skill of Americar 
constructing engineers in solving apparei t] a ! 
possible problems. as bic! 

This picture should not be compared with the 
weak imitations offered by anybody else. It is 
unquestionably the best—not only the ver ’ be ‘ 
that has ever been taken but the best thet e oe 
will be taken for never again will the Rio pete 1k 
people risk men and trains to make such ace 


through the gorge. Description can never do that 
trip justice. The canon is tortuous and twisting 
from one end to the other. There is scarcely a 
straight rail in its entire length. And over this - 
wonderful piece of track an engine pushed a car 
containing only our photographers ata speed of 
nearly or quite seventy miles an hour. The wind 
cut their faces and hands like a knife. Blood flow- 
ed from their ears and noses when the engine came 
toa stop and one of the party was so weak he 
could no longer stand and was carried into the 
little station almost unconscious. The engineer, 
reeking in prespiration though the day was cold, 
almost fell from his monster machine. ‘Boys,’ he 
said, “1 have a wife and two babies. No power on 
earth will compel me to make that run again and 
money would not even offer a single thought oi 
temptation.’ It was certainly the most thrilling 
trip ever made to get a moving picture—but the 
result! It was worth it. Every curve and every 
tie and every crack and cranny in the rock is 
absolutely perfect on the film. The swaying and 
pitching of the car as it shot around the short 
curves is perfectly canght but not unpleasantly so. 
Nearly or quite four miles of track are displayed in

Panorama of Ute Pass 
Code word, Dolomite 


Five miles of the most sublime. of Rocky 
mountain scenery taken under exceptionally favor- 
able circumstances. The Colorado Midland Rail- 
way provided a special train and its most trusty 
engineer and crew to get this picture. Ute Pass 
extends from Manitou through the mountains at 
the base of Pike’s Peak- The narrow gorge was, 
the pathway down which the Indians brought 
their sick and infirm down to the healing springs 
at the base of the peak and legend declares that 


no matter how fiercely the tribes fought and 
strugeled elsewhere there was never any trouble 
while the pilgrims were in the pass. It was sacred 
eround for the red men believed that the all 
powerful spirit of the bubbling springs would be 
displeased should His children fight while on their 
way to or from the fountains of life. Once, many 
ages ago, it is related, there was a clash between 
the braves of tio tribes and while they fought the 
sun suddenly ceased to shine, there was a deafning 
peal of thunder and a blinding flash of light. a 
cloudburst up the gulch with a wall of water fifty 
feet high. The braves who fought at the bottom 
of the canyon were all washed away while the 
squaws and sick Indians who had gathered on 
the side of the cliff to watch the struggle were all 
saved. This picture was taken from the pilot of a 
special train running nearly fifty miles au hour 
down the awful grade of 225 feet to the mile 
around sharp curves of sixteen degrees curvature 
and through nine tunnels. The track winds 
around the precipitous sides of the gulch over a 
roadbed blasted out of solid rock. Below, hun- 
dreds of feet are the little stream and the wagon 
road over which millions of dollars of treasure 
were brought from Leadville in the early days. 
This was the famous resort of stage robbers and 
gold dust looters. The camera has caught all 
the windings and twists of the tortuous road. 
From the inky blackness of tunnel to the dizzy 
height of aspider-like bridge swung up against 
the rock the eye passes up the steep mountain and 
into the depths of the gulch. Suddenly after the 
trip of three miles the plains burst into view. Man- 
iton lies at the feet of the traveler, Colorado 
springs is seen in the hazy distance and the smoke 
of another train headed up the hill is plainly seen. 


An entrancing feature of this film is the view of 


Cameron’s Cone through the mouth of one of the 
tunnels, the rock making a black frame for a bril- 
liant piece of mountain scenery.

suit of photography. The regulation speed of 


trains over this stretch of track is seldom more 
than ten miles an hour, while in this instance the 
run was made at almost a mile a minute with re- 
sults thrilling in the extreme.

Our photographer in Denver had arranged 
with the tramway company fora special electric 
car from the rear of which he was to make a pan- 
orama, of sixteenth street, the busiest thorough- 
fare in the city. The start is made in the heart 
of the business district, showing the postoffice and 
the famous Tabor opera house. Swiftly the car 
moved up the street when suddenly an officer ran 
out and trird to stop it. His signal of danger 
cume too late, the speed was too great to stop 
and the car pulled across Champa strect Just as 
the fire departinent appeared on an emergency 
run. First the buggy of chief Roberts dashed 
around the corner behind the car and followed it 
up the street- Then came monster ladder trucks, 
steamers, hose wagons, chemical wagons, and 
monster nozzles as well as the mighty water tower 
to which six engines are usually attached. They 
follow the car up the street and finally pass in 
thrilling procession. The firemen lash their 
galloping horses and begin taking off their street 


clothes and don their heavy service garments.

Loop | 
Code word, Loop 

Probably the most interesting spot in the en- 
tire Rocky Mountain region is the famous loop 
between Georgetown and Silver Plume. A narrow 
gauge road runs over this track from Denver and 
carries thousands of tourists every week, men, 
women and children who come to Colorado for 
this trip alone. The distance between the two 
towns is scarcely a mile by wagon road. The ele- 
vation is more than a thousand feet and to make 
this climb with a train was one of the most diffi- 
cult problems in engineering ever presented on the 
American continent. To climb a thousand feet 
in one mile of track would mean a twenty per 
cent grade. The maximum in use on any railroad 
in the world, except cog or cable roads is about 
eight per cent. So it was necessary to plan a road 
no less than four miles long and build it in the 
little pocket in the mountains, scarcely large 
enough to be called a canyon, The road twists 
and turns and forms a complete bow knot. At 
one point the tracks pass over a high bridge, 
from which a thrilling view of Georgetown can be 
secured—a!lmost a baloon picture. The picture 


starts far back in the loop aud shows along pas- 
senger train ahead. A group of pretty girls on 
the platform add life to the scene- Around the 
twistsand turns the camera rushes, crossing the 
high bridge and following the other train until 
Georgetown is again in sight and the valley opens 
up in unrivaled grandeur. This is a most difficult 
film to obtain and is a winner that will draw big 
money wherever shown. Everybody who has ever 
been to Colorado or who ever expects to go there 
will want to see this picture and it is one of the 
few subjects that can be run three or four times 
during an evening, adding new interest each time.

This negative was made at great expense and 
is one of the most perfect in every way that has 
ever been made. The picture starts at Manitou 
station and shows the famous Ute Pass express 
on the Colorado Midland Railway. The train is 
made up of four of the most expensive coaches on 
any railroad in the world—each as handsome as a 
private car. A monster compound engine pulls 
the train for it climbs up a grade of nearly 25 feet 
to the mile and must make express train speed. 
The last coach has an open observation platform 


with fancy gold plated railing—just like Chauncy 
Depew’s private coach. Trainmaster J. C, Vining 
and a party of ladies are seated and standing on 
this platform and wave handkerchiefs at the cam- 
era. The picture starts with the train on the 
straight track just west of tunnel no 2. Suddenly 
it disappears into the side of the mountain yet the 
camera catches the little circle of light between the 
coaches and the walls of the tunnel. The camera 
follows and still keeps the train in view. It crosses 
high bridge at Manitou and the picture shows a 
elimpse of the upper portion of that famous resort 
The cog road station and pavilion as well asa 
number of hotels and points of interest are seen at 
@ glance. The train continues to climb and soon 
strikes high curve from which the lights of Denver 
may be seen seventy-five miles away on clear 
nights. Dense clouds of smoke come puffing from 
the engine and for an instant the train seems en- 
veloped invapor. The effect is grand. Then sud- 
denly the wind blows itaway and the engine is 
seen rounding the curve. The camera follows but 
also looks out across the canyon and gets another 
view ofa portion of Manitou. Allis very thrilling 
and the train is lost just as it heads towards 
another mountain and tunnel.

' Lava Slides in Red Rock Canyon 


Code word, Lava 

Panoramic view of amost interesting portion 
of this beautiful gorge on the Colorado Midiand 
Railway. This picture was taken from a car 
placed ahead of the two engines on aregular ex- 
press train which was pushed around the sharp 
curves at sixty miles an hour. The scenery seems 
to springright at the audience and causes every- 


body to hold their breath to keep the heart from 
beating in the excitement. On the left of the 
scene are the lava slides, great masses of broken 
rock piled down the side of the mountain. Great 
striking examples of the Rockies are seen in the 
background. The Frying Pan river with millions 
of trout rushes by on the right. The track twists 
and curves and seems to run directly into the 
mountain, but of course bends at the right time 
and the camera catches a new and even more beau- 
tiful view. The danger to the operators in making 
this negative can never be realized yet the picture 
will give some idea of the risk involved in getting 
it.

Never before has 
it been possible to get them not only on aceount 
of the expense involved but in the danger and cer- 
tain death to the operators should there be the 
slightest hitch in the working in the car in front 
of the fast train. But the results have justified 
both money and danger for the pictures are sure 
to be the most profitable fad for exhibition for at 
least three seasons to come.

ON THE ROAD. 


A dozen different views are given of the stage climbing the 
mountain trails toward the cloud city of silver and gold.

THE CAPTURE. 


The robbers know a short cut across the mountains and they 
make it.

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WESTERN JUSTICE 


When the real old-fashioned Bad Man of 
the West cuts loose there are likely to be 
some pretty sultry doings, and Tenderfect 
and other unfortunate bystanders would do 
well to make for the tall timbers until the 
terror of the Bad Lands has been shot or 
disposed of in some equally satisfactory way. 

The saloon usually furnishes the motive 
which inspires the “doings” in cases of this 
kind. After filling himself up with devilment, 
he leaves the thirst parlor and. starting up 
the street with a gun in each hand proceeds 
to shoot up the town in approved fashion. 

An Eastern Tenderfoot who has just struck 

the town is arranging a patent churn for ex- 
hibition on a prominent corner of the main 
street and does not understand the meaning 
of the fusillade that he hears coming down the 
street nor the sudden disappearance of every 
one who is wise to the situation. To his cost 
he is soon to discover the cause, and our 
hilarious friend appearing around the corner 
compels him to dance to the music of his 
six-shooters without leaving breathing space 
or time for one false step. 
_.These comparatively innocent actions are 
soon to give way to tragedy of a deeper and 
darker s-hue in which the Bad Man appears 
in his really sinister and vengeful character. 
Coming out of yet another saloon in which 
he has been taking more tangle-foot on board, 
he encounters the Town Marshal who has 
~been looking for him, and places him under 
arrest. But watching his chance, the villain 
suddenly shoots the officer of the law dead in 
his tracks, and realizing that this is a serious 
matter, escapes leaving his victim lying in 
the main street of the little town, 

Partly sobered by the death of the Mar- 
shal, the murderer makes his way to the out- 
skirts of the camp where his broncho is stand- 
ing, saddled and waiting for him, and mount- 
ing in hot haste spurs madly for the foot- 
hills, hoping to gain a safe hiding place there 


hefore the pursuit, which he knows will speed- 
ily follow, can overtake him. 

The dead Marshal's pretty daughter, a daisy 
of the foothills, has heard in the meantime 
that her father has gone out to corral the Bad 
Man, and as he does not return at the usual 
noon hour, becomes frightened and getting her 
horse goes out to look for him. She finds him 
at last in the street where he was left. Ven- 
geance on the accursed murderer naturally 
takes full possession of her, and having first had 
her father’s body reverently placed in shelter, 
she saddles her horse and riding as only a 
Western girl can ride calls her friends and 
neighbors to avenge the crime, and enlisting 
the assistance of the County Sheriff, the pur- 
suit is on, and the most wildly cxciting chase 
ever produced by animated photography is 
clearly and distinctly delineated and an un- 
surpassed triumph in the moving picture art 
is achieved. 

With a good start, the murderer first fears 
no pursuit and thinks complacently of the near 
approaching hills affording numerous places 
for “hiding up” until all trouble is over. But 
the avengers of blood are well on his trail 
and closer than he would believe at all possi- 
ble, realizing which terror lends speed to his 
flight and occasionally firing behind to deter 
his pursuers he prepares for the race of his 
life, 

A rocky and precipitous trail presenting 
some of the wildest and most beautiful seen- 
ery that can be found in the foothill country 
gives an opportunity for a marvelously sen- 
sational and stirring chase; the riders are men 
who have practically lived in the saddle for 
years and to whom every trick of horseman- 
ship is an open book. The most difficult and 
dangerous passes are negotiated with master- 
ful case and through all the girl herself, who 
inspired the chase, keeps well in the forefront 
and gives an exhibition of horsemanship which 
words cannot fairly portray. 

Nearer and nearer draw the pursuers ané 
seeing that he must soon be overtaken, the 


villain resorts to strategy to cover his tracks 
and halting an approaching carriage filled 
with tourists and turning loose his own horse, 
compels the driver to proceed while he lies 
hidden under the seat. Almost at once they 
mneet the sheriffs band of horsemen who stop 
the carriage, but are told that the man they 
are pursuing has gone on, and as soon as they 
are safely passed the murderer leaves the ear- 
riage and secretes himself in the underbrush 
at the roadside congratulating himself that all 
danger for him is now past. 

But one of the tourists is quick to see the 
opportunity and immediately Jumps from the 
carriage and running back manages to attract 
the attention of the sheriff's party and indi- 
cate the fugitive’s hiding place.  tlorses are 
abandoned to pursue the criminal over. still 
more hazardous trails and a chase on foot 
begins once more. 

At length he is at bay. A single member of 
the company has finally cornered him and this 
lime it is man to man, but again he makes his 
escape to leave behind him another blood- 
stained vietim, although still pursued by the 
remainder of the sheriff's party still more en- 
raged by the discovery of the dead body of 
their comrade on the trail. 

The Bad Man makes his last stand, avail- 
ing himself of the shelter afforded by the de- 
serted shepherd's hut on the side of the moun- 
tain, a desperate fight ensues in which the 
murderer finally gets his deserts and is shot 
through the heart. The last scene showing 
the dead body tied sceurely across his horse's 
back and being taken down the mountain side 
for burial, while the poor girl follows with 
her companions having at least the satisfac- 
tion of knowing that she has brought her 
father’s murderer to quick and adequate pun- 
ishment for his crime.

A fine piece of natural comedy full of genuine 
fun, and the kind of scenes which compel laugh- 
ter, satirizes the attraction the ordinary theatri- 
cal hero possesses for his too impressionable fe- 
male audiences who under the name of ‘‘matinee 
girls’’ have provided material for comic news- 
papers since time and theaters were known. 

A good looking and well dressed young actor 
emerges from the stage door of the theater after 
his performance is over and there finds awaiting 
him a bevy of pretty girls who have been part of 
his afternoon audience and are anxious to make 
his personal acquaintance and show him how sin- 
cerely they admire his many graces of mind and 
manner.

and more than anxious to make his escape and 
relieve himself from the too enthusiastic atten- 
tions of his lady admirers, so bowing to one, 
shaking hands with another and pushing others 
aside, he breaks away from the bunch and thinks 
that he has eluded the girls, at any rate until 
another matinee gives them a second chance at 
him. 

But it seems that our Matinee Idol has under-

Finally the auto 
which contains the actor and his friends gives 
out and it looks as they would be captured at 
once. Leaving the auto they all ‘‘take to the 
timber’’ with the Police close after them, but a 
short time is all that is necessary to end the 
chase. The poor Matinee Idol catches his foot 
and falls down ‘‘all in.’’

Under this very familiar title we produce an 
“altogether different’? subject, strongly dra- 
matic, of excellent photographic character and 
appealing directly to human impulses which will 
render it one of the most popular features pre- 
sented this year.

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A LIFE FOR A LIFE 


A military story of intensely dramatic interest 
and a production which comes at a most season- 
able time, when military life and all military 
scenes and events possess a peculiar fascination 
for the theater going public and nothing which 
can be offered meets with such universal favor 
as incidents of this description. 

A life for a life or death by the hand of God 
opens in most realistie fashion with ‘‘Guard 
Mount” at the Military prison of Yuma on the 
arid plains of Arizona. 

The relief is marshalled in front of the military 
barracks; the usual close inspection of arms and 
accoutrements is made and right about face the 
guard marches off to the prison to relieve their 
comrades on duty. 

The military introduction is, however, simply 
a preface to the love story which follows: which 
opens with a meeting between the Lieutenant 
of the Troop and his sweetheart, the cannon 
and general surroundings in the background main- 
taining the military character of the story. 
It seems, however, that the girl has already 
attracted the observation of one of the enlisted 
men who appears on the scene and with insulting 
language reproaches the Lieutenant. This is 
bitterly resented and a fight ensues between 
them, when the soldier who has been knocked 
down realizing that in striking an officer on duty 
he has incurred the penalty of a disgraceful 
dismissal from the service and desparately 
anxious to avoid this, draws a knife and stabbing 
the officer to the heart, makes his escape leaving 
the poor girl lamenting and heart broken over 
tne body of her lover. 


The young lady’s cries bring a number of the 
officer’s Troop to her aid and enraged at the 
death of their Lieutenant they immediately start 
in pursuit of the murderer, who in endeavoring 
to effect his escape leads his pursuers through 
scenery which is alternately wild and picturesque. 
At first it seems that he must succeed in eluding 
them, and at one time being more closely pressed 
by the swiftest of his fellow soldiers he gains 
temporary safety by dealing him a murderous 
blow, but finally, exhausted and disheartened, 
he is captured and led off to the Military Prison 
to await his Court Martial and trial for murder 
and desertion. 

The prisoner being confined in his cell, the 
scene changes to the exterior of the prison where 
the interesting evolution of relief and guard 
mount outside the prisonis seen, giving the 
audience a glimpse of real soldier life in barrack 
such as can seldom be obtained, and never 
presented before in a moving picture. 

The interior cf the prison is shown with a 
realistic fidelity and attention to detail which is 
the acme of moving picture art, and the villain 
seated in his cell broods over the probable 
consequence of his crime. 

The prison guard enters, and leading him out 
he is next arraigned before a Court Martial and 
tried for his crime. The ceremonies and sur- 
roundings of a military trial have been carefully 
followed and an accurate reproduction of a scene 
seldom open to civilian observation, depicted.

For mirth-making possibilities the subject, 
‘‘What A Pipe Did’’ sets a new record, and the

The story opens with a venerabie German much

A 
feature that will make good wherever it is 
shown, being fullof clean, wholesome, legitimate 
comedy, and abounding in humorous situations 
and incidents from the first to the last foot. 


The opening shows a colored nursemaid in the 
park with baby carriage, and seated on a bench 
receives the attention of several smart colored 
men who admire her greatly and endeavor to 
make her acquaintince. But the dusky belle is 
coy and declines to make the acquaintance of any 
of them until. one more fortunate than the rest 
is invited to a seat on the bench with her, and a 
most pronounced flirtation takes place between 
the lady and her beau.

Like most all ‘‘surprise parties’’ the re- 
cipients are well aware beforehand of what is 
coming, and the scene opens with preparations 
to receive and welcome the ‘‘unexpected guests.”’ 
Very funny incidents and situations transpire. 
The old lady, who is not as slim as she used to 
be, insists upon mounting a ladder, and person- 
ally superintending the preparations, while th 
old gentleman gets busy with a new stove pipe 
which he is trying to fix, but which, after the 
manner of stove pipes from time immemorial, 
obstinately refuses to be fixed, and the usual 
scene of confusion follows. 


When order has been brought from chaos the 
presents begin to arrive, and many laughs follow 
the undoing of the several packages. But the

Unfortunately the boys’ room is directly over 
that where the guests are assembled and an 


open stove pipe hole communicating with the 
room below affords them just the opportunity 
they need to continue their mischievous opera- 
tions, and to still further annoy their parents 
and the inoffensive people below them, while the 
arrival of additional guests and the beginning of 
festivities give them a much desired opportunity 
of annoying their elders, and every attempt to 
celebrate the occasion down stairs with the 
usual festivities is met by some interference 
from above. 


More guests arrive, refreshments are served, 
and the health of the old couple is drank with 
great enthusiasm. Then the fiddler mounts his 
rostrum and to the inspiring strains of his music 
young and oid join in the measures of the dance. 
But in the meantime the boys have not been idle 
and various misadventures satisfy the folks be- 
low that there is something in the air.

cured in this with the intensely exciting in- 
terest engendered by the reseue of the ehild 
from the burning building will make this pic- 
ture successful beyond all) previous records 
and cause a widespread demand for it through- 
out all parts of the country. 

The opening scene is a pretty interior, show- 
ing the home of the little girl where she is 
playing with her four-footed companion and 
friend, an immense St. Bernard dog. Ifer 
nurse dresses her for the strect and she goes 
out accompanied by the dog, who walks be- 
side her carrying in his mouth a basket in- 
tended to hold the litthe girl's purchases at 
the store to which she is going. They visit 
the store together, the dog carrying the basket 
in his mouth, and return home to be affection- 
ately welcomed by Papa and Alammia. 

We next see our little friend being tucked 
into bed by “Nursey,” an affectionate farewell 
is given to the dog, and next her parents, who 


are going out to spend the evening, come in 
to bid her good night. They are seen to leave 
the house and the little girl is left alone save 
for her nurse and the ever faithful dog. 

In the meantime the nurse receives a_ visit 
from her young man and has a “lovely time” 
entertaining him. Tis cigar apparently does 
not draw well and he takes another, throwing 
away the “stub” without the precaution of 
extinguishing the light. After this, following 
the example set by the child's parents and 
apparently quite oblivious of her duties, nurse 
leaves the house with her lover to spend an 
evening at the theatre, and only the dog re- 
mains to guard the now sleeping child.

DESCRIPTION OF THE 1907 POLYSCOPE. 
(With Fireproof Equipment.) 


It would be superfluous at this time when moving pictures are so 
well known and appreciated that they form a most important part of 
almost all successful entertainments to dilate upon the profitable 
aspects of this work. That is something now so well known and so 
universally recognized that it would seem like gilding the lily or re- 
fining pure gold, nor do we think our friends would thank us for a 
long and learned essay on the manner in which moving pictures are 
produced or the various efforts and experiments which have been 
necessary before they could be brought to their present state of per- 
fection. The few words of description which we consider necessary 
we intend to make as plain and direct as possible. 

Motion pictures have made more advancement in the past year 
than in the previous five. The unsteady, indistinct, poorly-lighted 
and crude pictures of a few years ago will no longer satisfy the public. 
Only bright, clear, steady and well-illuminated subjects that need only 
life to make them real will satisfy, and the operator who now uses an 
old-style machine is actually hurting the business. The 1907 Polyscope 
has created a new era and opened up an entirely new field where before 
much dissatisfaction existed. Polyscope Pictures do not fatigue the 
eye and they are entirely lacking in flicker. 

There are two ways of considering a motion picture machine from 
the standpoint of the audience who are to be entertained, and the oper- 
ator or manager who does the entertaining and makes the investment. 


PATRONS MUST HAVE THE BEST, and this is given to them 
by the Polyscope in the form of a clear thoroughly illuminated pic- 
ture which does not flicker or in any way annoy or distress the eye- 
sight. 

The management must in addition make sure that their machine 
is durable and will last almost indefinitely without showing signs of 
wear. This is insured in the Polyscope by the fact that the mechan- 
ism is entirely constructed of tool steel and hard brass. All parts are 
interchangeable, so that in case of a break repairs can be obtained 


without any delay. 


It must be noiseless and run easily. It must be so constructed 
that it will not damage films either by scratching or by running over 
the feed sprockets. Every sprocket wheel added to a machine in- 
creases the liability of ruining films and a sprocket with an intermit- 
tent motion has long been declared quite an erroneous system not only 
on account of its flicker and unsteady effect on the screen but because 
it runs films off and punctures them. The up-to-date machine must 
be simple and it must be easily cleaned and oiled and be free from ec- 
centric bearings and similar devices that are difficult to adjust and 
suddenly work loose and bend vital parts of the machine. From the 
standpoint of illumination the machine must utilize every possible ray 
of light coming from the arc or lime jet. Every possible square inch 
of the condensers must be free to concentrate powerful rays on the 
film and throw a bright image on the screen. Machines so constructed 
as to carry a slide carrier in front of the condensers while the motion 
picture is running are not only unsafe but they cut down the light 
one-third. The 1907 Polyscope gives one-half more light on the screen 
with the same candle-power at the illuminant than other machines in 
which the condenser surface has been cut down. 

The new Polyscope is exceedingly simple in construction. It has 
only five gear wheels and only one sprocket when running film into a 
fireproof box or magazine. Equipped with an automatic take-up it 
has two sprockets. Other machines have more, which vastly in- 
creases the damage to films. 

The Polyscope consists of mechanism with moving picture lens 
and stereopticon lens, lamphouse with electric lamp or calcium 
burner so that it can be used either with electricity or calcium light, 
switch and rheostat. 

The changes made in the 1907 Model as compared with the 1906 
machine are not radical but tend to strengthen and simplify the con- 
struction. Those parts of the Polyscope which have in the past 
shown any tendency to wear have been strengthened and particularly 
the pins which we have made interchangeable, so that with a supply 
of pins on hand a worn one can be replaced immediately by the oper- 
ator without any delay or expense for repairs. 

An improvement has also been made, as the result of which it is 
utterly impossible to scratch the film as nothing touches it either on 
the face or back while passing through the machine.

On the preceding pages we present two illustrations from differ- 
ent aspects of the Polyscope combined with our special double dis- 
solving stereopticon, the handsomest, most complete and serviceable 
of any projection machine ever placed upon the market, and the 
embodiment of every modern idea and every real improvement. 

As all are aware dissolving stereopticon views are produced by 
having two lanterns, one above the other, or side by side, and two 
stereopticon views, one in each lantern, and by slowly turning the 
illumination from one to the other, one view is gradually made to fade 
away, while the other as gradually takes its place on the screen 
producing the much admired dissolving view. Combined with the 
1907 model Polyscope, the arrangement affords the most complete, 
economic and successful exhibitor’s outfit which has ever been put 
together. 

The complete combined outfit, as illustrated, includes: 

One Polyscope head or moving picture mechanism. 

One take-up device and two reels. 

One moving picture lens. 

Two fireproof circular magazines for films or one circular maga- 
zine on top and box magazine below.

This is particularly the case in the Hale’s Tour Car show where it 
is absolutely necessary to complete the illusion that the projecting 
machine must be out of sight.

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Illuminants | 


In projecting moving pictures there are only two illuminants 
which can be relied upon to project a clear sharp picture—electricity 
and calcium or oxy-hydro light, and where the distance is greater than 
fifty feet, nothing but electricity can be used, even the oxy-hydrogen 
light not being sufficiently powerful for the purpose. Our outfits are 
fitted with an electric arc lamp for connection with any established 
electric current or circuit, or with a calcium burner for oxygen and 
hydrogen gas. 


ELECTRICITY is the most powerful light for projection pur- 
poses and should always be used when connection can conveniently 
be obtained. In projecting moving pictures by electric light an arc 
lamp rheostat and switch are required, besides a sufficient quantity 
of asbestos wire to make the connection with the electric circuit. 


ARC LAMP. Our arc lamp is conceded to be the most practical 
and simple of all similar devices, being free from all complicated and 
confusing wheels, screws or gears, strongly constructed, thoroughly 
well finished and nickel plated 
and will securely hold and readily 
adjust a carbon from 1% to 1 inch 
in diameter. It affords the largest 
facilities for adjusting to any re- 
quired position in the lamp house, 
giving any desired angle and held 
securely when the proper position 
is obtained. Illustration shows 
lamp without adjustable arms, 
suitable to plain lamp house, the 
other type of same lamp with ad- 
justable arms meeting all requirements of fire ordinance is shown at 
page 13 of this catalogue. For larger cities this compliance with fire 
requirements is a feature which must not be overlooked. In our fire- 
proof lamp house the feed wires come through two insulated holes 
to connect with the switch, leaving the handles of the arc lamp at the 
rear free from wires. Every feature of the Polyscope Arc Lamp has 
been considered with special reference to the adjustment of the light 
in showing moving pictures and an accurate centering of the light in 
the exact spot where it will be most efficacious and these are some 
of the reasons why the Polyscope Arc Lamp will give better light, 


and consequently show a better moving picture than any other arc 
lamp now in use. 
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OUR ARC LAMP CAN BE USED EITHER ON A DIRECT 
OR ON AN ALTERNATING CURRENT. When connected with 
direct electric current, use two carbons, 54 and 1% inch or % and % 
inch, the larger carbon being placed in the top arm of lamp. On an 
alternating current we recommend the use of two carbons both of 
same size. 


RHEOSTAT. In using an arc lamp on an incandescent circuit, 
which is practically what the operator has always to encounter, it is 
necessary to use a rheostat or resistance coil. We manufacture a 
special rheostat for use with the Polyscope suitable for any current 
up to 110 volts direct or alternating current and adjustable for either 
25, 35 or 50 amperes. As will be seen from the illustration, the 


Polyscope Rheostat is of entirely new construction. It is made of 
special wire manufactured expressly for this Rheostat and is of extra 
weight. The advantages of this construction are two-fold. First, a 
heavier and more permanent resistance is engendered, the current is 
under better control and the rheostat lasts longer. Second, if one 
or more coils burns out, the defective coil can be removed and a new 
one installed at slight expense.

CALCIUM BURNER. 


Where electricity can not be used, the only other illuminant pos- 
sible for the projection of moving pictures is what is known as the 
oxy-hydrogen light or calcium burner. By means of calcium jet, 
similar to the one shown in our illustration, the oxygen and hydrogen 
gases are burnt on a hard lime pencil, producing an intensely brilliant 
light more nearly resembling that obtained from an electric arc light 
than is possible in any other way. 


SPECIAL POLYSCOPE CALCIUM BURNER. Our special 
jet or burner for oxygen and hydrogen gases is constructed from our 
own designs on a thoroughly scientific principle and is a decided 
improvement on the calcium jets ordinarily in use. It is provided with 

Thumb-screw burner, by means of which the lime can be re- 
volved, raised or lowered at will. 

Adjuster for moving the lime nearer to or further from the light 
while burning. 

Tip is adjustable and a new tip can easily be put on when needed 
at a very trifling expense. 

Mixer. The oxygen and hydrogen gases are thoroughly mixed 
in the mixing chamber, a very important point to consider when 
selecting a calcium burner. 

Stop Cocks. If desired we can furnish the Polyscope jet with 
stop cocks, although they are of no practical value for ordinary use 
and are applicable only for dissolving pictures where a low pressure 
key is used. 

OXYGEN AND HYDROGEN GASES. To obtain the gases 
necessary to produce calcium light the exhibitor must either purchase 
‘+ from one of the calcium light conipanies located in most of the 
larger cities, or use a gas-making outfit with which the necessary 
gases can be made without much trouble. Wherever it is possible to 
do so, we recommend our customers to purchase the gases ready 
made and submit a list of the various calcium light companies from 
whom gas can be obtained as most convenient.

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PORTABLE GAS OUTFITS. 


We have recommended the use of ready-made gas in preference 
to manufactured gas, but where the latter method is preferred either 
as a saving of expense or for convenience, there is a wide range of 
views in the selection of the outfit used for this purpose. After a 
very thorough investigation into the different merits of the various 
outfits, we recommend the ENTERPRISE CALCIUM GAS OUT- 
FIT as the best and most practical apparatus for the purpose. 

The Enterprise outfit makes its own gas but requires no forced 
pressure, no hot retort, no fumes or heat of any kind. It is the lightest 
and therefore the most portable of any of these outfits and it is 
claimed by the manufacturers that it can be used with perfect safety 
and that the light is as strong as that produced from using com- 
pressed gas for cylinders. 

The gases are produced from this outfit by using sulphuric ether 
of the best quality for generating the hydrogen gas and one of two 
substances known as oxylithe or oxone, for generating the oxygen gas. 
Oxylithe and oxone are made from practically the same combination 
of chemicals. Some operators prefer one and some the other, either 
give generally satisfactory results. 

One pound of either oxylithe or oxone produces gas enough for 
an exhibition of over one and one-half hours when using a jet of 
medium bore. About one-third of a pound of ether is sufficient for 
the same period.

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POLYSCOPE LENSES. 


The lenses used on the modern moving picture machine consist 
of one pair of condensing lenses to gather or condense the light to a 
point so that it may pass into and through the projection lens with 
the best possible result, and the objective or projection lens itself 
which is the medium through which the picture is magnified and 
thrown or projected on the screen. It is almost unnecessary to say 
that the projection lens is one of the most important parts of a moving 
picture machine and that unless it is of the highest grade a clear and 
brilliant picture cannot be obtained and a machine which is not 
equipped with a lens giving an absolutely perfect definition under all 
circumstances will never give satisfactory service, no matter how well 
it may be constructed in other respects. 

The lenses used on our 1907 Polyscope are the best that money 
can buy. We manufacture the Polyscope ‘‘on honor ;” not only that, 
but we are the most extensive manufacturers of moving picture films 
in America and could not afford to jeopardize the reputation of the 
Polyscope or do less than justice to the quality of Selig films by 
economizing in the purchase of the projection lens. Our lenses are 
built by the leading American maker on the latest improved formula 
and in their selection expense is not considered. 


The size of the picture projected is determined by the distance 
at which the instrument is placed from the screen and the focal length 
of the lens. Differing distances from the screen and differing sizes 
of the picture desired call for lenses of differing focal length. Our 
lenses are made for us with a jacket or case with rack and pinion 
as shown in illustration and tubes (which contain the lenses them- 
selves) of different focal lengths so that practically we are able to 
equip the Polyscope with a lens which will show a picture of any size 
desired at any required distance. Furthermore a change of distance 
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or size of picture can easily be effected by simply changing the lens 
tube; and a traveling exhibitor who works under changing condi- 
tions can by carrying two or three tubes of varying focal length be 
always prepared to produce the best results under any and all cir- 
cumstances. We carry regularly in stock lenses of different focal 
lengths from 8 to 6% inches and can furnish longer or shorter focal 
lengths in from four to six days after receiving the order. Owing to 
the increased demand of the exhibitors for lenses of different focal 
lengths, we have had specially made a set of four lens tubes and a 
jacket, neatly fitted in a Morocco case. These lenses are of the very 
finest quality and give the exhibitor any desired length he may want 
at a price of fifty dollars. 

The Stereopticon lens for showing song slides or other “station- 
ary pictures” is also of the highest grade obtainable and in every case 
is accurately matched so as to give a picture approximately the same 
size of the moving pictures. On the next page we present a scien- 
tifically prepared table for animated pictures showing the focal length 
required to produce a picture of any desired size at any distance. 

THE CONDENSING LENSES have been carefully described at 
page 12 of this catalogue. They are imported goods of the highest 
quality, free from imperfections, most carefully ground and polished 
and thoroughly annealed to minimize the danger of breaking or crack- 
ing from heat.

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LAW AND TABLE GOVERNING PROJECTING LENS FOR 
ANIMATED PICTURES. 

The size of the pictures to be projected is determined by the dis- 
tance from the screen and the focal length of the lens used. The fol- 
lowing table gives in the first left hand column the focal length and 
the size of pictures produced at a distance of from 10 to 160 feet. It 
is therefore easy to select the lens appropriate to the circumstances un- 
der which the picture is to be shown and the distance from the screen.

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FOCUS OF LIGHT ON CURTAIN. 


The focus of the light on the curtain is of vital importance, the 
following will materially assist in obtaining this result: 


The light should be about 21% inches or thereabouts from the 
surface of the condensers and placed as near as possible to the center 
of the condensing lens. The shutters of the lantern should be ad- 
vanced to a position about 10 inches from the window or opening in 
the Polyscope when electric light is used and to about 4 inches when 
the Calcium light is used. 

Having obtained a satisfactory field, focus the light by means of 
the rack and pinion on the objective lens. 


By studying the following directions and referring to the above 
diagram it is easy to secure a perfect focus: 


No. 1. Shows light too near condenser, if a BLUE colored 
shadow surrounds the light, or too far if a RED shadow appears. 


No.2. Light too much to the left. Move to right. 
No. 8. Light too much to the right. Move to left. 
No.4. Light too high throwing shadow above. 
No.5. Light too low throwing shadow below. 
No.6. Perfect focus. 
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DISSOLVING APPARATUS. 


In showing stereopticon or stationary 
slides most operators prefer wherever possible 
to use a double lantern to produce what is 
known as the dissolving effect, which is ob- 
tained by having two different views, one in 
each stereopticon and by gradually turning 
the illumination from one stereopticon to the 
other, one view is seen gradually to fade away 
while the other grows brighter until the first 
picture is no longer visible and the other has 
developed into full brilliancy. This effect can 
be produced either with electric or calcium 
light, but is seen to its greatest perfection 
when shown with calcium or oxy-hydrogen 
gas. 

In dissolving where electricity is used an 
electric dissolver similar to that shown in cut 
is used. This style of dissolver is especially 
adapted for a combination of double lantern 
and moving picture machine. 

The electric dissolver is attached to the 
objective lens and can be used on any lantern. 
The dissolving shutters are made of aluminum and are therefore very 
light and will never tarnish. The V shaped ends of perforated metal 
are a great improvement, giving a blending or dissolving effect su- 
perior to that of any obtained by any other dissolver. The shutter is 
divided into two parts and can be adjusted to suit the distance be- 
tween the objective lenses of any lantern. 


DISSOLVING KEY FOR CALCIUM LIGHT. The most pop- 
ular method of dissolving is with oxy-hydrogen or calcium light by 
means of the low pressure key. 

Our low pressure keys are made from special composition metal 
that will last for years with proper care. Our keys will work per- 
fectly, either with tanks of ready-made gas or with a saturator in 
place of hydrogen tank.

The picture starts 
at Manitou station and shows the famous Ute Pass express on the 
Colorado Midland Railway. The train is made up of four of the 
most expensive coaches on any railroad in the world—each as hand- 
some as a private car. A monster compound engine pulls the train, 
for it climbs up a grade of nearly 25 feet to the mile and must make 
express train speed. The picture starts with the train on the straight 
track just west of tunnel No. 2.

through the front range of mountains toward Leadville and the golden 
West. The Santa Fe people finally withdrew because their engineers 
had told them it would be an absolute impossibility to build a road 
up that narrow gorge where the Arkansas river rushed like a mill 
race between two walls of rock 2,000 feet high. In one place there 
was a deep pool almost in the vortex of the stream where piers or 
bridges could never rest on solid foundation. The Rio Grande people 
found the place later, but their engineers solved the problem in the 
most singular manner ever heard of. A bridge was built and anchored 
to the rock on one side. Then two great steel trusses were thrown 
across the canyon, and from these the outside end of the bridge was 
swung by means of rods from above. For many years—even now— 
this bridge is pointed out as the greatest single example of the skill 
of American engineers in solving apparently impossible problems. 
Nearly or quite four miles of track are displayed in this picture, 
and that includes not only the best portion of the Royal Gorge, but 
the wonderful hanging bridge as well.

A narrow gauge 
road runs over this track from 
Denver and carries thousands 
of tourists every week—men, 
women and_ children — who 
come to Colorado for this trip 
alone. The distance between 
the two towns is scarcely a 
mile by wagon road. The elevation is more than a thousand feet, and 
to make this climb with a train was one of the most difficult problems 
in engineering ever presented on the American continent. To climb 
a thousand feet in one mile of track would mean a 20 per cent grade. 
The maximum in use on any railroad in the world, cog or cable roads, 
is about 8 per cent. So it was necessary to plan a road no less than 
four miles long and build it in the little pocket in the mountains, 
scarcely large enough to be called a canyon. The road twists and 
turns and forms a complete bow knot. At one point the tracks pass 
over a high bridge from which a thrilling view of Georgetown can 
be secured—almost a balloon picture.

Everybody will remember that the last fierce Indian outbreak was 
caused by a ghost dance and hundreds of brave men were killed 
before the trouble ended. Many of the Indians who participated in 
the Wounded Knee affair are in the pictures we made at Sheridan, 
and they are of great value from an ethnological standpoint.

They did not like to have the photographer 
around and one—the worst and most evil looking of the band—tried 
to shoot an arrow into the lens.

Never before have the Utes permitted a photographer around their 
tepees when they gave their snake dance. This weird rite is performed 
every fall after the harvest has been good, and its meaning is a tribute 
to the snakes who are supposed to bring plenty of rain next season. 
To omit paying homage to the reptiles is to invite a season of shortage 
of water and crop failures and famine for the Utes. The camera was 
placed where the entire dance could be seen. It is a most wonderful 
specimen of photography aside from its interesting subject. When 
the dance opened the Indians had their snakes in their hands, waving 
them aloft and turning them with a certain dexterity that always 
enabled them to dodge the fangs of the enraged reptiles. Just as the 
slimy head darted to sink the fangs into his cheek the Indian reached 
up and grabbed the snake behind the head and avoided danger. 
Some of the Indians drop their reptiles on the ground and tease 
them with feathers to get them to strike. Others twist them up in 
the air and in other ways tried to annoy the reptiles. Every move- 
ment of snakes and Indians can plainly be seen and all the horrible 
details of the dance are shown in full and wonderful precision. From 
an ethnological standpoint alone this film is of extreme interest to 
scientific circles, and as long as researches are made into Indian 
lore and customs it will stand as an authority on the subject.

Two days’ travel from civiliza- 
tion our photographers came upon 
an old but vigorous Navajo brave 
seated under a tree and making 
bracelets of silver. For centuries 
and ages these Indians have done 
such work with the most primitive 
of tools. Their forge consists of 
a little pile of a peculiar clay fash- 
ioned so as to hold the coals. A 
hand bellows made from the body 
of a young lamb and of most primitive form blows the flames around 
the home-made crucible. All this is shown in the picture, and most 
vividly, too. The Indian throws a chunk of native silver into the 
crucible and then blows the fire until the metal is molten. With a 
pair of strangely wrought tongs he lifts the crucible and pours the 
metal into a little depression in a square stone. As soon as this “slug” 
is cold he takes it up and pounds it into shape on a crude anvil. Occa- 
sionally he lays the partially-wrought piece on the coals and anneals 
it until finally he has fashioned one of the picturesque and strange 
bracelets so well known as the treasured work of the Navajos.

In the search for secure hiding 
places cach vies with the other, but the hired 
man prides himself on his idea and placing 
his money in a tin can, buries it decp in the 
ground, while the others each select a hiding 
place of their own, which, in their opinion, will 
defy detection. But, unfortunately, the com- 
motion has attracted the attention of an un- 
serupulous Knight of the Road who stealthily 
follows the party and carefully notes the hid- 


ing place in which each has seereted his 
money, then waiting until all have retired he 
conmmences operations by digging up and ap- 
propriating the hoard of the luckless hired 
man, and follows this up by entering the 
house and uncovering, one by one, the different 
hiding places and adding what he finds to his 
already ample roll swells his ill-gotten gains 
very considerably. While the burglar is mak- 
ing his haul the old gentleman enters the room 
and seeing what he is doing makes a frantic 
effort to arrest him, but the thief proves too 
strong, and after a desperate struggle  suc- 
ceeds in finally escaping with his plunder, leav- 
ing behind him a practical illustration of the

The Newly-weds arrive at their own home 
for the first time and indulge in a billing and 
cooing mateh natural under the circumstances 
accompanied by much oseulation. After a time 
even this amusement requires a change and 
nature asserting itself they feel the pangs of 
hunger and proceed to satisfy same as quickly 
as possible. A brand new cook book is pro- 
duced and together they explore its mysteries 
and try to carry its directions into effect. 

Next we see hubby and his bride in’ the 
kitchen. Mr. Man is arrayed ina very ample 
cook’s apron and is evidently a very busy gen- 
tleman. Such scenes as follow must be seen 
to be understood. Literally the fat is on the 
lire and smoke, flames and confusion are pre- 
dominant. The grease from the cooking oper- 
ations spreads slowly from the stove to the 
floor and makes it very successful slide on 
which everybody who encounters it. cuts up 
many comical capers.

he catches him. The story is hardly told when 
the girl's persecutor rides into the forge to 
have his horse shod, and is immediately recog- 
nized by her, and promptly knocked down 
and punished by her enraged brother. 


The gentleman villain goes off swearing to 
be avenged for the blow, and the seene 
changes to a cave in the mountains, where il- 
licit whiskey is manufactured and a choice col- 
lection of rufans are drinking and enjoying 
themselves after their own fashion, Our gen- 
tlhemanly “ne'er do well” enters and knowing 
well the character of the men explains the re- 
venge he wishes on the Blacksmith, and gives 
them money to carry out his purpose, which 
they readily undertake to do. The details of 
the plot are arranged, and no time is lost in 
carrying it into execution. The contraband 
possession of firearms was at this time a 
hanging offense in Ireland, and the villainous 
scheme concocted is to conceal a number of 
guns in the blacksmith forge and accuse him 
of having placed them there. The plot is quick- 
ly carried out and information laid before the 
nearest military officer, who at once issues his 
warrant for a thorough search of the forge. 


Again the Blacksmith is seen in his forge 
while his mother and sister sit and Watch him 
at his work. A company of soldiers enter and 
accuse him of concealing weapons, which he 
indignantly denies. The informer, however, 
shows them a cunningly contrived receptacle 
under the forge, and on search being made the 
guns (which he had. assisted to place there) 
are found, and the unfortunate man is arrested 
and led away to prison. 


But one result can follow: the trial of our 
hero under such circumstances. Falsely  ac- 
cused, he is found guilty and sentenced to 
death. Onee more in the prison he is placed 
in the condemned cell and closely guarded. 
His mother and sister, however, obtain leave 
to visit him, and the quick-witted girl sug- 
gests a means of eseape that seems feasible. 
A disguise is procured, and one of the sol- 
diers, in love with the girl, manages to be 
placed on sentry duty over the prisoner. The 
disguise is smuggled into the prison and with 


its aid the Blacksmith makes up a dummy, 
which is placed on the bed while he hides un- 
derneath it. When the guard enters he slips 
out of the door behind them, and with the as- 
sistance of the friendly sentry, makes good 
his escape. 


Suspectisg the origin of the plot he makes 
his way at once to the cave where it) was 
originally hatched, and fortunately overhears 
the rogues who accused him laughing over the 
success of their nefarious plan and revealing 


the details of the plot. With this information. 


he repairs to the Judge who convicted him 
and succeeds in persuading him to visit the 
cave in his company. Here they still find the 
conspirators, who have been joined in the 
meantime by their chief, and having heard of 
the escape all are in anxious conference. Un- 
der fear of punishment an old hag who is in 
charge of the cave reveals the truth and places 
the guilt in the right place, the chief villain is 
arrested red handed, and both he and his ac- 
complices meet the fate they have so thor- 
oughly earned.

and a prisoner at the Island of Elba. Danglars finds ready tools to 
assist him in his plot, Caderousse, a malicious enemy of Dantes, and 


Fernand, the cousin and suitor for the hand of Mereedes, who is nat-. 


urally jealous. These two join in the plot and Fernand consents to be 
the instrument of denouncing Dantes to the King’s Proeureur as 2 
Bonapartist agent. Within an hour of his marriage to Mercedes the 
unfortunate Dantes is arrested for his supposed treasonable practices 
and brought before the Deputy Procureur who finds that Dantes while 
innocent of any wrong intent is really the bearer of a letter from Elba 
which implieates the Deputy Procureur’s father in the Bonapartist 
plot and ineidentally discredits himself. Pretending to be Dantes’ 
fiend and assuring him of his early release he in reality makes an order 
committing him to the Chateau d’Iff for life, where he is confined in 
oue of the lowest dungeons in that most fearful prison.

ACT 2. TWENTY YEARS LATER. 


Long confinement under the most horrible privations breaks down the 
fortitude of the prisoner to such an extent that he endeavors to commit 
suicide by voluntarily starving himself, and is on the point of death, 
when he establishes communication with a prisoner in the adjoining 
eell—the Abbe Faria—and after many months of patient work the two 
prisoners complete a concealed opening that enables them to visit each 
other’s cells. Months pass and as the Abbe gains confidence in his fellow 
prisoner he imparts to him the secret of a treasure of enormous value 
buried on the Isle of Monte Cristo, and by his advice and counsel saves 
Dantes from utter despair. The prisoners make fresh plans for digging 
their way out of the fortress and effecting their escape and prosecute 
their work at all hours when free from the vists of jailors. Weakened 
by old age and long imprisonment the Abbe grows daily more feeble 
and finally sueeumbing to his maladies, dies in Dantes’ arms. Dantes 
is Inspired with the idea of substituting his own body for the corpse 
of his friend, and carries out the scheme by placing the Abbe’s body on 
the bed in his own cell and taking the other’s place, assuming the 
posture and as far as possible the appearance of the dead man, The 
ruse sueceeds and the jailors entirely deceived carry away the rough 
sack which they suppose contains the dead body of the Abbe and throw 
it over the battlement and into the sea which comes up to the walls of 
the Chateau d’Iff. 

By a supreme effort Dantes succeeds in extricating himself from the 
sack in which he has been tied, and being a powerful swimmer manages 
to keep himself afloat until he is east on a desolate rock outside the 
harbor mouth, where he sinks exhausted but is soon after rescued by a 
passing’ vessel and becomes one of the sailors on board of her. After 
many vicissitudes and the lapse of some time he finally reaches the 
Island of Monte Cristo and following the minute instructions given by 
the dead Abbe, finds the treasure and realizing its enormous value and 
the power which it places in his hands declares dramatically ‘‘The World 
is Mine!’’ 

ACT 3. DANTES STARTS ON HIS MISSION OF VENGEANCE. 


Dantes now determines to return to his old home and -employ his 
enormous wealth in wreaking vengeance on those who plotted his ruin, 
and having seeured the entire treasure from Monte Cristo Island, dis- 
covers that he is rich beyond the power of imagination. He purehases 
a yacht in which he once more vists Marseilles and makes searching 
inquiry for his friends and enemies. His father is dead, his sweetheart 
Mercedes has gone to Paris and has been lost sight of entirely, while 
his other friends have seattered and disappeared. He then turns his 
attention to his enemies and finds that Danglars has become a man of 
wealth and importanee and has gone to Paris. Fernand entered the 


army and by devious means has risen high in the service and also be- 
come a millionaire, while Caderousse alone remains in Marseilles as the 
keeper of a small inn. ; 

Disguised as a priest he now visits the inn kept by Caderousse and 
obtains from him full information without. revealing his own identity. 
In the end he intrusts him with a diamond of immense value which he 
instruets him to sell and divide the proeeeds among his old friends. 
The story of the inn keeper’s failure to earry out this trust and the 
disasters and death which his course involves are plainly pictured in our 
production and complete the first step in the vengeance of Monte Cristo. 


ACT 4. DANTES AS THE COUNT OF MONTE: CRISTO. 

Intent upon greater sehemes of vengeanee and the punishment of his 
more influential enemies Dantes assumes the name of the Count of Monte 
Cristo, and by prodigal and lavish expenditure of his enormous wealth 
and the dazzling nature of his establishment aud equippages, obtains an 
entre to the most distinguished circles in Paris and becomes the most 
admired man of fashion in the city. He discovers his former sweetheart 
Mercedes as the wife of a nobleman and contracts many friendships 
which enable him to loeate and make the aequaintanee of these of his 
enemies who have obtained positions of rank and fortune although dis- 
daining to meet them on equal and friendly terms. 

ACT 5. DANTE ACCUSES HIS ENEMIES. 

The fifth and last act devoted to the eonsummation of Monte Cristo’s 
vengeance ov his enemies and the exposure of their nefarious plots is 
clearly worked out in our production and requires little explanation 
beyond the picture — itself. Fernand, driven to desperation 
by the revelation that the famous and distinguished Count 
of Monte Cristo is none other than Mereedes’ lover who he 
so vilely betrayed, commits suicide in a fit of remorse. The 
Deputy Proeureur, who, to save his father and himself 
eaused the unfortunate Dantes to be buried alive in the tomb of the 
Chateau d’Iff is unmasked and exposed by the ‘‘Count’’ and dies of his 
own dagger rather than face the disgrace. 

Danglars, the areh villain of the conspiracy, still remains, and his 
death is necessary to complete the vengeance of Monte Cristo. 

The Count engages him in a duel and he finally falls wounded to 
the death by the sword of the man he had betrayed with such unutter- 
able baseness and the vengeance of Monte Cristo is complete.

The friends 
take their seats and now occur two rounds of 
as clever boxing as has ever been shown on a 
moving picture film. Marvellous foot work, 
terrific punches, and hammer and tongs, fight- 
ing varied with the most adroit feinting and 
dodging. In the first reund the smaller man 
has the advantage and finally ficors his antag- 
onist who barely escapes taking the count but 
is saved by the fall and comes from his corner 
for the second round apparently as fresh as 
ever. In the second round matters are re- 
versed and it is the “heavy” who after a round 
of clever boxing lands on his opponent for an 
undoubted knockout.

Afterwards “Jack” and the pretty cousin go 
out for a walk but have hardly left the house 
when a second telegram is received which 
shows that their guest is no cousin at all.

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Scene 2. Capture and Excape of Mohammed, Mathilde 
Plays the Spy. 


French army camp; pickets on duty, relief guard going on, etc. 
Colonel Bernelle sends for Sergeant Dubourg and questions him. 
He points to the Cross of the Legion of Honor which Dubourg 
wears; given him by the Emperor Napoleon. Sergeant kneels and 
kisses the cross of honor and soldiers doff their hats in respect. 
Sentry halts a stranger who, when allowed to enter camp, proves 
to be Mathilde, the murdered General’s daughter, dressed as a 
Iftrench lancer. She recognizes Bernelle and starts with surprise 
but recovers and salutes. When questioned, she indicates that she 
is dumb but writes a note saying she would give her life for France. 
She impersonates a man in this undertaking. Secretly Dubourg lets 
her know ‘the recognizes her. Private enters with exciting news. 
iernelle gives orders and soldiers bring forth Mohammed, a captive. 
Mohammed struggles free and confronts his captors defiantly. When 
queried scorns the officers contemptuously and turns his back on 
them. When bodily forced to face his foemen he spits in Dubourg’s 
face. Dubourg would slay him but Bernelle restrains with a word 
of command.

Identifying A. B. seated on ottoman smoking hookah, Turkish 
soldiers, sword fighters, musicians, dancers, servants, etc. Mathilde 
arrives and causes much excitement, dances wild sort of Arabian 
dance, entreats A. B.’s protection and conveys she is dumb, insane 
and sees visions and gifted with prophecy; all of which pleases 
A. B. This picture shows how Mathilde obtains a valuable order 
written by A. B. and given toa soldier. He drops it from his sash. 
Mathilde hurriedly picks it up and quickly substitutes same with 
another paper before the soldier could turn around; also the capture 
of Bernelle whose life is again saved by the forethought of his un- 
recognized sweetheart. 


Scene 4. The Spy Captured. Her Sex Discovered. 


Dubourg is captured and imprisoned with Bernelle. Mathilde 
steals over the prison walls to see them and later sends alarm to the 
French camp by saturating a cloth with brandy, lighting same, tying 
it with a message to an arrow and firing it over the walls. Mo- 
hammed enters and attempts to shoot Bernelle through the prison 
bars. Mathilde, who has been in hiding, draws a sword and des- 
perately attacks him. He defends likewise and both engage in the 
most realistic sword combat ever exhibited with a woman partici- 
pant. She wounds the gigantic Mohammed, he is unable to attack 
and can barely defend, but just as she has his guard beaten down 
sufficiently to run him through the Moors come to his rescue.

FRIDAY THE 13th. 


Profusely abounding in facetious aptitude 
und appeasing constituency, so superlatively 
humorous that some portion, or the other, is 
sure to delight any one whomsoever, this pro- 
duction is truly the cream of comics; a rare 
sort of giggle producer, chucked full of fun. 

The hero—more appropriately, the victim— 
encounters as hazardous a lot of mishaps as 
could befall any martyred individual with a 
degree of safety for life or posible avoidance of 
fatal injury. 

The first section of soothing scenography 
affords the only interval for a long 
breath. A maid is busy about the dining- 
room of a well furnished home, is late with 
breakfast, everything goes wrong and she su- 
perstitiously points to the calendar which 
shows the date to be Friday the 13th. She wor- 
ries over this discovery and becomes more con- 
fused. The mistress enters and shows decided 
anger because the morning meal is not served. 
Then hubby enters, (This is where the “big 
noise” begins because he is the funny man); 
he--the victim—is already late at his office, and 
insists on breakfast being brought forth imme- 
diately. Everything served is only half cooked 
and consequently tough. He frets at this, ‘then 
burns his fingers on a hot dish—in fact, on 
several hot dishes, is also superstitious about 
the weird looking calendar date, becomes more 
annoyed and excited, tucks the table-cloth un- 
der his chin in his confused search for a nap- 
kin, gets up hurriedly, pulls the tab e-covcr 
with him, upsetting all the dishes. This makes 
him so sore he kicks the table over, then seks 
composure from a cigar which proves to be 
an ill weed. The maid appears, he tries to take 
his spite out on her, but is thoroughly antag- 
onized in this attempt. His wife is far from 
sympathetic over his misbehavior and when he 
leaves the house she follows him. He falls 
in the snow just outside the door, sees his wife 
and “lights a rag,” with his hesrt’s idol in 
close pursuit. 

Next the victim tries to catch a car to get 
down tcwn, misses it and is next seen in con- 
flicting unison with the snowy street. He then 
sees two men in a fighting argument. They ex- 


change their rights a coup-e of times and he 
intervenes by shoving them apart. Both are 
angered at this interference and throw him 
in a snow-heap, head first, sufficiently hard to 
break his corpus callosum, but stil] actively in- 
tent upon getting to his office, he hires a bicy- 
cle, which turns out a failure, is bruised con- 
siderably, and throws the wheel from him with 
such fierce disgust that the tires come off. Suc- 
ceeding this he hires an express wagon, drives 
it himself, frantically, runs amuck, gets out 
and upon seeing the wagon’s number to be 13, 
ulmost prostrates. Goes further and appre- 
priates a delivery sled, makes another reckless 
drive, turns a sharp corner and is thrown head 
cver heels in a snow bank. (Mgr. Note—This 
Was a dangerously hard fall, and an unintended 
one, but shows up swell.) 

He finally gets to the office, so lame that he 
sends for a pair of crutches. But he is still 
able to get “mushy” with his young lady office. 
assistant; at which point the wife arrives. 
Catching him engaged thus blissfully, she im- 
mediately proceeds to flag him with an artic'e 
of umbrellic diameter. The girl is frightened 
to a shrivel. Boy brings crutches and the vic- 
tim starts for home, enthusiastically encour- 
aged by his heart's idol, who energetically flogs 
him the best part of the way, if not all. He is 
next seen beaten to a frazzle, and laid out, 
with his crutch appurtenances, on the front 
steps of their suburban domicile. 

Upon their return a message awaits them an- 
nouncing the intended visit of his mother-in- 
law. The wife is vigorously vindicative toward 
this verisimilitude, but the victimized individ- 
ual experiences a velocity of vicissitude in his 
mental vicinity which vibrates with no ve- 
hement viscosity of venial verse or shows any 
vestige of approval toward this veracious visita- 
tion of his vernacular relation—only stronger. 

The fair maternal ancestor soon arrives. 
heading a procession of bundles, baggagemen 
und a trunk of ancient pedigree, which brings 
up the rear. (She is exceptionally clever in 
this role.) After several narrowly successful 
escapes, the victim succumbs to her cordial em- 
braces, with extreme fear and anxiety, in which 
lovably consolidated state of affairs we leave 
them, 


SWASH-BUCKLER. 


Swash-buckler, the braggadocio of renown, 
Was so called because of his perpetual tendency 
to bluster his valor and because of his redeem- 
ing feature to defend good from evil, for, as 
the picture shows, a good cause gave him a 
strong arm, and to some extent he maintained 
his boastful attitude. But his manner was a 
source of constant danger from which only 
friendship and timely good fortune saved him. 

The finery and antiquity of the costumes 
and stage settings add remarkably to this pro- 
duction. 

The first is a tavern scene where several men 
are at a table. Swash-buckler enters; his 
friends join him in drink. 

Next scene shows where a villainous Captain 
of the Guard is beating a boy for some slight 
offense. 

The boy, knowing Swash-buckler to be resent- 
fully inclined, comes in and tells him. Captain 
and soldiers follow.

at the widow’s spacious mansion. The British were there providing 
quarters for their officers throughout the strieken city. 


In the next picture. pretty Pamela is at her dressing table, when 
the old servant rushes in to tell her that her sweetheart has failed to 
eet through the lines, and is on the roof outside her window. He 
comes in, closely pursued by two Hessians. Pamela’s wits work rap- 
idly as the young man is about to give himself up.

Pamela’s 
chum disposes of the other officer by pushing him headlong into the 
spacious bed, and holds him prisoner, while Harry makes vood his 
escape. 

Six months later, Major Breen and a party of fellow officers are 
whiling away the evening in the parlor of the Morton house over a 
huge bowl of punch, when the British general in command arrives to 
inform them of a plan of attack on Washington's weakened army that 
is to be put in execution that very night. The plan is given to the 
Najor, as he is to lead the van. It reads: ‘‘ Washington is encamped 
ina bend of the river. Our forees will unite with those of General 
Tryon. We will menace the evening on three sides and drive him 
back to the impassable river.’?

A bit of Western realism that for seenie 
grandeur and vivid truthfulness has never been 
excelled—the story appeals to all through its 
absolute fidelity to environment. 

Bessie, the pretty daughter of FLiram = Tair- 
hanks, a wealthy Colorado ranchman, is in love 
with rank Carson, the dashing cowhoy foreman 
on her father’s ranch.

Baffled rage 
makes his atm inaceurate and the hoy falls 
wounded. They all return to the scene as the 
eawerd dashes away. The ranchman draws his 
resolver and is ahkout to k‘H the poor Indian 
whom he finds kneeling over the boy. Again 
the girl saves him, the lover regaining conscious- 
ness long enough to exonerate the Indian and 
give the name of the man who has attempted 
ic assassinate him. 

The girl aud her father help the wounded man 
into the horse. The father rushes to the mearby 
eorral and gives the alarm to nn seore of eow- 
hoys. They saddle their horses and away; (the 
man hunt is cn). The lone Indian watches them 
disappear. ‘They no catch him thut way—too 
much noise. Me take trail alone; me find him, 
me kill him—for her.’?’ 

He mounts his pony and rides away, soon 
striking the trail We then seo one of those 
strange events such as the great West alone 
wakes postitle The savage, half tamed hy eivi- 
lization, going back through ancestral instinet 
to the wild hunt for hlood of a fellow creature. 
Step by step, foot by foot, but with unfailing 
instinet guiding him, A lroken twig, a flutter- 
ing leaf, then on and on; every moment bring- 
ing him nearer to his prey. At last they are 
face to faee. The halfkreed, no match for his 
foe, is doomed. As the Ind‘an raises his knife 
to silence forever the pleading coward, his hand 
is stuyed hy a vision. Tt is pretty Bessie hold- 
ing up the slate with those wonderful words, 
so potent and powerful that even the child of 
the forest has felt their impress upon his un- 
developed brain— ‘Thou shalt not kill’?

The next scene is at the law office of Mr. 
Stryver in London, an English spy in the em- 
tloy of the French revolutionary propa‘? 1 
who calls to enlist the firm’s services in aMst- 
ing an emigrant French aristocrat, the “Mar- 
quis St. Evermonde,” known in London as 
Charles Darney. Lucie, Dr. Manette’s exiled 
daughter, is the fiance of Charles, the fortune 
of chance having brought together these two. 
The direct descendent of the aristocratic fam- 
ily, who cightcen years before have condemned 
the father of Lucie on a false charge, to a liv- 
ing death in the Bastile. It is the honest ab- 
horrence the young man holds for the crimes 
and faults of his ancestors that causes him to 
prefer the life of an exile in England, to one of 
wealth and luxury in his own country. 

Sydney Carton, a man of fine mind, but whose 
love for liquor and congenial companions keeps 
him down, is Stryver’s clerk and confidential 
employe. He too, has met and loved the im- 
prisoned Doctor’s beautiful daughter. But his is 
the honest love that knows self-abasement and 
sacrifice. Fle loves her, but in silence and rev- 
erence, knowing his own unworthiness. When 
Stryver turns over the case the spy wishes to 


place in his hands, to Sydney, Carton spurns the 
offer and. orders the skulking miscreant from 
the premises, but first he marks the man’s feat- 
ures and his calling in his brain so that years 
afterward the memory of this man assists him 
to accomplish a noble sacrifice. As the spy 
leaves—Lucie and Charles enter. She has re- 
ceived the news of the release of her father 
from the Bastile. He with his mind clouded, 
and his health well nigh wrecked, is being cared 
for by an old family servant, Ernest Defarge, 
now the keeper of a wine shop in Paris. The 


’ troublous times in France make it impossible 


for Charles to go with Lucie. She is entrusted 
to the care of her legal guardian, Mr. Lowry, 
and accompanied by Sydney they start for Paris. 


In the next scene we see the poor Doctor 
half demented working at a shoemaking bench 
(in a garret provided by De Farge). It is the 
trade they had set him at in the Bastile. Father 
and daughter are reunited, and the joy of this 
reunion restores the doctor’s reason. We next 
see our characters in London, the wedding day 
of Lucie and Charles. <A letter from Sydney 
Carton to Lucie closes this scene. It is the 
promise which chance is to force him to so 
strangely fulfill in after years—“In the happi- 


ness the future holds for you, think now and 
then that there is a man who would give his 
life to keep a life you love beside you.” 
Eight years later—The people rise, stricken 
Paris is in the throes of the Revolution. The 
downtrodden slaves of yesterday have thrown 
off the yoke, and today the master is stoned 
and driven deathward by their fury. Mob vio- 
lence is rampant. We see the clash in the 
streets between citizens and soldiers. Soon the 
mob will be in power, and God help the victims 
that come within range of its fury. London— 
The Marquis of St. Evermonde, now the hus- 
band of Lucie, is implored by his French agent 
Gabelle to come at once to Paris and save him 
from the Citizen government. The load-stone of 
chance is again at work. He goes; Carton, know- 
ing his danger accompanies him. “I'll guard 
his life with my own,” he tells the weeping wife. 
In Paris there has come a lull in the storm 
and Charles has had his family rejoin him, but 
the document the Doctor wrote in the Baggile 
has fallen into strange hands. Another ce 
has been found for the barber, as the blo6d- 
crazed citizens call the guillotine. The Marquis 
St. Evermonde is brought before the dread tri- 
bunal, the fatal document is given to the judges 
by the “vengeance” and read to the assembled 
mob. There can be but one answer to such 
evidence at a time like this. The judges are but 
the puppets of the crowd in power. The jury 
votes amid the howls of the populace! The in- 
evitable sentence comes—“unanimously voted at 
heart and by descent an aristocrat, an enemy of 
the Republic, a notorious oppressor of the peo- 
ple, back to the concierge and death within four 
and twenty hours.” Darney is led away, even 
the consolation of bidding his weeping wife and 
child denied him. The sight of Lucie’s sorrow 
arouses the latent energies of Sydney Carton. 
He rushes to the wine shop of De Farge. Bas- 
ard, the English spy, now the head keeper at 
the prison La Force, is there. The De Farges 
remember Carton as the man who came with 
the Doctor’s daughter to take him back to Eng- 
land. “I wish to see that man Basard alone.” 


Madame places the rose in her hair. Presto! 
The shop is deserted. As the spy slinks out of 
the door Carton stops him. “I told you in Lon- 
don I would remember you, if we ever met again. 
I know your history, you are serving two mas- 
ters. Do my bidding or I’ll expose you_to the 
Tribunal. You are in the pay of the English 
government. Lead me to the cell of the Marquis 
St. Evermonde or I'll lead you to the guillotine.” 

Darney’s cell. Carton keeps his promise— 
“For a life she love it’s 


Once inside he stupefies Darney with a hand- 
kerchief steeped in chloroform and changes 
clothes with him. Again the Goddess of 
Chance has played a strange trick with these 
two. There is a striking resemblance between 
them. They are exactly of the same build and 
proportion, dressed alike the resemblance is 
startling. The spy jailor has been well paid 
and takes the fainting man to the waiting car- 
riage. “See, Mr. Lowry, Carton has saved him, 
but how?”

GRIM reminder of Pioneer days, but 
a story that carries with it the saving 
grace of humor. 

The first scene is without doubt the 
most accurately staged presentation

‘follows and they succeed in driving the Indians 
off to the mountains, and when they return and 
prepare to give the dead a Christian burial, they 
are amazed to hear the wail of an infant coming 
from under the cover of one of the wagons that 
has escaped the torch of the Indians. A big 
hearted cowboy, Joe Dayton by name, clambers 
into the wagon and reappears with the sole 
survivor clasped awkwardly in his arms. What 
ye go’en to do with him, Joe? Adopt him of 
course, answers Joe When he rides up to his 
ranch and presents the baby to his astonished 
housekeeper, that worthy old lady is in a flutter 
of joy. She soon discovers a note the heart- 
broken mother has pinned to the infant's clothing, 


showing that even in thé face of death she was 
hoping against hope that her darling’s life might 
be spared. ¢ 

We next see the foster father of the little infant 
just about buying out the country store in his 
awkward attempt at getting together things the 
baby might want. Then we see Joe wheeling a 
baby carriage and trying to quiet his little charge, 
but the hopelessness of his task dawns upon him 
and he puts into execution a cherished plan. 
Mabel Deering, the daughter of a neighbor has 
won the heart of our hero long before our story 
opens, but she has other admirers—among them 
a prosperous Mexican cattle king, and though 
being courted has hesitated about giving up her 
freedom. But Joe leads trumps, he pens the 
following note to his coy sweetheart. ‘‘Dear 
Mabel: Twice you have turned me down, but I 
am now the adopted daddy of a fine baby boy. 
Won't you be his mother? Answer. quick. The 
kid is too much for me... Joe.” 


Mabel is listening to the proposal of the wealthy 
Mexican when Joe's quaint offer arrives. The 
girl’s heart goes out to the motherless child and 
Joe gets the answer he: is hoping for. The 
wedding takes place, but the greaser swears 
vengeance. He determines to steal the helpless 
infant. An opportunity soon offers. Sing Low, 
Joe’s Chinese servant has put the youngster to 
sleep in his baby carriage and leaves him to. 
attend to culinary matters for a few moments. 
The Mexican’s hirelings are on the watch, they 
grab the sleeping babe, mount their horses and 
dash away. Sing Low returns, misses him and 
gives the alarm. Then begins a race for life. 
Joe gets together hisown men and goes in pursuit. 
The news spreads and soon the whole countryside 
is aroused and the ranchmen from near fat 


congregate for the man hunt. Even Sing Low 
mounts a burro and joins in the chase.

The- Baron states the object of the Jester’s 
visit and bids his daughter send Lord Conti 
the precious love token. The girl shrinks 
back in alarm. The Baron sternly removes 
the miniature from the neck of the hapless 
girl, and giving it to the messenger bids him 
return with all haste to his master.

We are then taken to the court yard of 
young Romercio’s home. A horseman dashes 
in bearing a note, which proves to be a heart- 
broken appeal from sweet Francesca. “I would 
rather throw myself to the lions he keeps 
caged in the dungeons of his castle than be 
his bride.” “U1 face her father at once;: she 
belongs to me by right of love and only death 
shall wrest her from me.” ‘ 

The next day the rivals meet before the 
Baron’s castle,-each backed by half a hundred 
faithful followers. The father refuses Rom- 
ereio’s plea and bids the girl prepare for her 
union with the Count. Romercio draws his | 
swerd on his rival, and a bloody conflict be- 
tween the contending factions is averted by 
Franeesea throwing herself between the mad- 
dered leaders. “Patience,’? she whispers. 
“Depart, love will find a way.” 

The Jester -next witnesses: a meeting be- 
tween the lovers in Francesca’s balcony, and 
in glee flies back to jeer at his master. “She 
is lost to thee. IT saw her in the arms of her 
lover; she is even now on his breast. Thou 
srt too old and coarse for such a bride.” He 
laughs at and torments the now frenzied 
Count, who ‘when he learns that the lovers 
have planned an clopement, with a yell of 
anguish stabs his jeering tormentor, who falls 
shrieking with laughter at his fect.

The first scene introduces two burglars who 
have just made a successful haul.

“That, sir, is my busi- 
ness,” replies the superintendent. “If the 
men don’t like it, let them leave.’ “Unless 
there is an imperative reason, I ask that you 
recall this order,” replies the young man. 
“See here, Mr. Harnagee, at present I am 
master here and that order goes because I 
wish it, and T’ll give no reasons to you or any 
one else.” “You are an infernal scoundrel,” 
the het-headed boy replies, and but for the 
quiet interference of Morton, one of the head 
men of the mill, the two would have come to 
h'ows. The new champion of the laboring 
man and his rights leaves in high dudgeon, 
while the scheming superintendent does not 
intend to be interfered with in his plans to 
obtain funds and lets the strike come. Its 
suppression will furnish him with an excuse 
for unlimited means, for the strike must be 
put down, Fearing that the voung man may 
take it into his head to cable his father, the 
idea suggests itself, why not put him out of 
the way and lay the blame on the strikers? He 


immediately proceeds to put his plan into 
execution, 


We sce him bargaining with three thugs to 


kidnap the young man. Bob kisses his sweet- 
heart good-bye at the gate of his home, and 
as she leaves him the men accomplish their 
purpose. They spring upon the back of our 
hero and a battle royal takes place before he is 
overcome and chloroformed; he is then hustled 
into a cab and driven to the mill, Mabel’s 
ears, sharpened by love, think they. hear the 
sound of a struggle, and ‘she retutns to find 
evidence of one. She sees the cab disappearing 
down the street, and running after it she sees 
it turn into the yard of the mill, and going 
through a side door of the mow deserted 
structure comes out under the car tracks lead- 
ing from the coke bins to the furnaces. These 
are still running, as the strikers, wishing to 
be fair to their employers, have agreed to 
keep up the fires until the present charge is 
run. The girl looks up at the big doors lead- 
ing from the bins and takes in the whole mean- 
ing of what she sees. The cowards are 
placing the unconscious man on top of a car 
of coke which will in another instant be 
started down the incline to empty its contents 
automatically into the burning hell of fire 
secthing within the maw of one of these giant 
iron-eating monsters devised by man to melt 
iron and steel to his will, called a blast fur- 
nace, 

With a suppressed scream of agony the 
brave girl cuts across the yard. If she can 
reach the switch stand in time, she can throw 
the car on the track that passes close to the 
stand, which will enable her to drag her un- 
conscious lover to safety. It is a race for 
life. Flack has overpowered the switch ten- 
der, set the mechanism for No. 5 furnace, 
signaled his hireling, and the car with its 
precious burden is rushing down the incline. 
With the strength of despair the girl clambers 
up the ladder and: throws the switch. The car 
veers from left to right on the rails; the 
brave girl steadies herself, extends her arms, 
and as the car rushes by she grasps Bob’s 


shoulders. Exerting all her remaining strength 
she rolls the lifeless man from his perilous 
position to the track at her feet. 

Flack and his men, not caring to witness the 
end of their dastardly work, have fled and 
little dream ‘that their plan ‘has miscarried. 
Mabel secures help and she and her father 
take Bob to their own home. His escape 
from death'is kept a secret from Flack, who 
in the meantime has cabled the elder Harnagee 
this startling message: “Your son foully mur- 
dered by strikers.” © 

We see Anderson Harnagee receive this 
cablegram at his country estate in Scotland. 
Two weeks later the half demented owner 
arrives at Flack’s office to hear from his own 
lips the details of the dastardly deed. Flack 
at this instant receives the shock of his life. 
As he describes the cowardly work of the 
strikers a ringing voice cries in his ear “that 
is‘ an infernal lie,” and the man whom he 
supposed had been consumed in the blast fur- 
nace stands beside him. A few quick words 
of explanation from Bob’ put the elder Har- 
nagee in possession of the real facts of the 
case, and Flack is angrilyordeted to go, with 
the words “your arrest would only inflame the 
men, and rather than risk further trouble we 
will leave your punishment to the future.” 

Dame Rumor, however, has been busy 
among the striking employes. The owner’s 
sudden arrival and the disappearance of Bob 
become known, as well as Flack’s cowardly 
accusation against them. So as that worthy 
appears at the gate their indignation gets the 
better of their judgment and he is set upon 
and roughly handled. He escapes them and 
flees for shelter to his office, and as he locks 
the heavy door in the face of his pursuers he 
turns in fancied security to find’ confronting 
him “Silent Morton,” a man who for years 
has been a faithful employe of the mill, a 
mysterious, quiet, uncommunicative human 
machine. “You must help me avoid them. 
Morton. Telephone for the police; be quick— 
don’t stand there like a stone.” “For fifteen 


years, Jolin Flack, I have worked and waited, 


hoping against hope, for a moment like this. 
It has come at last—you and I are alone, 
face to face, man to man—look!” A sweep 
of his hand and his brawny breast lies exposed, 
A deep, livid, jagged scar extending from the 
neck half way to the man’s waist is what 
Flack sees. The sight takes his mind back 
to a cave in the mountain side. He lives over 
that brief struggle, and as he realizes the 
enormity of his crime against this man he 
pleads for mercy.

Jn the meantime Ralston’s offer of reward 
has aroused the catthemen and cowboys of the 
entire valley, and preparations are at once be- 
gun to hunt down the much-hated cattle 
rustlers. 


Cherokee, rousing his followers the next 
morning, starts out on his nefarious under- 
taking. They soon come upon a herd of fine 
cattle browsing near the edge of the pines, 
and surrounding them they soon have them 
rounded up in an old abandoned corral in a 
secluded spot in the forest. There, confident 
of their safety from discovery, they begin to 
brand the calves found in the herd. While 
they are busily engaged in this work, a lone 
ranch woman on her way through the forest 
to the nearest settlement rides up to the rear 
of the old corral, unseen by the rustlers, and 
taking in at a glance the unlawful work going 
on she gallops rapidly away to spread the 
alarm. 

At the first habitation she comes to she 
sends the girl who responds to her call to 
arouse the cowboys of the Ralston ranch. Like 
a winged messenger the girl springs lightly 
to the back of her broncho and is off like 
the wind. Dashing into the cowboys’ camp 
she spreads the news, and with a yell of ex- 
ultation fifty whirlwind riders spring to their 
horses, and following the girl are soon lost 
to view on the crest of a distant rise. 

Again we see the rustlers, who are still at 
their branding, when they are suddenly ar- 
rested in their work by the distant pounding 
of a hundred pairs of hoofs. Knowing full 
well the meaning of that sound, without fur- 
ther delay they mount their saddled horses 
and plunge at once into the forest, in the 
hope of eluding their relentless pursuers, But 
they are too late—the leader of the cowboys 
sees their retreating forms, and with fierce 
energy the chase begins. 

Now follows a thrilling ride for life. Feel- 
ing that their only hope is to abandon their 
jaded horses and take to the depths of the 
forest on foot, the wily Cherokee orders his 
men to dismount and try to demoralize their 
pursuers by firing a volley into their midst 
as they come around a bend in the road. The 
plan is carried out, but the cowboys are de-

who, by strategy, escapes. 

The victorious cowboys then ride to the 
former camp of the rustlers and there cap- 
ture the Mexican cook, who is frightened into 
revealing the possible hiding place of his 
leader. The hunt is then resumed and ends 
at the home of Wahnita, where Cherokee has 
taken shelter. Here he is finally captured, 
but not without a desperate fight, in which he 
is badly wounded. 

The prisoners are all taken to the Ralston 
ranch and an impromptu court formed, by 
which all the rustlers are sentenced to pay the 
penalty usually meted out to cattle thieves. 
3ut through the pleadings of Wahnita, and 
because of his wounds, Cherokee is given a 
day’s respite and is locked up in a log house 
on the ranch under guard, with the Mexican 
cook as his only companion. During the night 
his wounds, which are many, prove fatal, and 
he dies in the arms of his comrade. 

When the cowboys come next morning to 
get him they find that a merciful Providence 
has intervened, and the leader of the rustlers 
has already paid the penalty. Left alone with 
the body of her outlaw lover, poor Wahnita, 
the faithful Indian sweetheart, bewails her 
loss.

The opening scene of the picture shows the 
young couple gliding over the glassy surface 
of one of the pretty lakes of Killarney in 
Miles’ new boat.

Saddened by the neg- 
lect of her husband, scorned for her low birth 
by her cruel mother-in-law, we find her beat- 
ing out her young life against the bars that 
seem to hold her as in a prison cell. Broken 
hearted, disappointed, she is but a bird in a 
cilded cage. , 


One day while gazing out of the window, 
wistfully watching the birds in their freedom, 
she is startled by the apparition of her former 
sweetheart who, with reckless disregard for 
propriety, has determined to see his lost love 
at all hazards and find out if the reports of her 
unhappiness are true. Before she realizes what 
she has done, Kitty has called the lad into 
her drawing room and has begun to question 
him, when they are alarmed by the approach 
of the husband and his friend, a dissolute 
young English officer of the army.

The “Ranchman’s Love” is the title of the 
latest Selig films, and one of that series Of 
Western pictures that is making a world-wide

In asmall, frontier town there lived a couple 
that fate had thrown together as man and 
wife, but whose natures were so forcign to 
each other that no happiness could come of 
their union.

Our story deals with the life of a fireman. 
Our tithe, “One of the Bravest,” seems to us 
to exactly fit the circumstances. No greater 
exhibitions of bravery have ever been re- 
corded than we find in the annals of every 
fire department throughout America. The 
strenuous life of our great cities brings to 
light many instances of absolute daring and 
utter disregard of personal safety in almost 
every walk of life, but these cases of bravery 
are usually brought into being under the stress 
of sudden impulse, while our firemen perform 
brave acts daily, in the simple discharge of 
duty. To risk their lives in an endeavor to 
save the life of a fellow being, becomes almost 
second nature, and they go to their task with 
alight heart, expecting no reward but the con- 
sciousness of work well done.

Te enters and engages 
the man Jack has left on watch in conversa- 
tion, and induces the unsuspecting fireman to 
take a drink from his pocket flask. The liquor 
is drugged, and he falls senseless at Burke’s 
feet. It is but the work of a moment to cut 
the wires that carry the fire alarm, and Burke 
rushes back to the house, drags the helpless 


Wilkens to the landing of a stairway that leads - 


to the garret, then sets fire to the building. 
In the meantime Eleanor and Jack have met 
at his house, where they compare notes. ‘Jack 
sees he has been the victim of treachery. “Tt 
is a plot to blacken my honor.” He springs to 
the telephone to find the wires have been sev- 
ered, then to the door to discover that Burke’s 
messenger has locked the door.

On his 
return to San lrancisco he sets about laying 
his plans ta enable him to possess the maiden. 
Through forgery he manages to entice her 
to America, under the belicf that she is to join 
her betrothed husband, Chon Yet. Chon Yet 
offers $5.000 reward for information regard- 
ing her. and a general hunt for the maiden 
ensues. 

It transpires that the maiden has been ab- 
ducted by Li Ching, a powerful highbinder and 
member of a Chinese secret society. He has 
her secreted in his house, and one day Wim 
Soy cludes her guards, and in an attempt to 
eseape, goes 10 a haleony where she is seen 
by a clerk in Chon Yet’s employ. Ee informs 
Chon Yet of the girl's whereabouts, and he at 


tempts to rescue her. Li Ching appears just 
as Kim Soy is about to spring into Chon 
Yet’s arms, and by the aid of his followers 
the lovers are thrust apart, and while Chon 
Yet swears vengeance, Kim Soy is led away 
to her place of captivity by the triumphant Li 
Ching. 

The unhappy maiden prays despairingly to 
her house god and implores Ah Mee, a slave 
girl, to save her from Li Ching’s clutches and 
restore her to her lover. Ah Mee, who is Li 
Ching’s slave, sceks to dissuade Kim Soy 
from her purpose to escape if the opportunity 
presents itself, and their conference is in- 
terrupted by Li Ching who pleads with, then 
threatens Kim Soy with violence if she does 
not thrust his hated rival from her heart. She 
defies him and he leaves her in anger. Kim 
Soy again implores the good offices of her 
house god. 

Chon Yet invokes the aid of the police, and 
with the assistance of Tie Loy, a fortune teller, 
the police are placed on Li Ching’s trail. 11 
Ching then conspires to have Chon Yet slain 
by his hatchetmen, and these conspirators 
swear to carry out the decree of death at a 
seeret meeting held in the great Joss house. 
Chon Yet and Tie Loy appear after the mect- 
ing to pray to the Joss, and while there Li 
Ching forces Kim Sov to the Joss house in 
an attempt to have her swear to become his 
wife. Chon Yet prevents her from taking the 
oath, whereupon Li Ching engages him ina 
duel with knives. The police appear and Chon 
Yet, who is apparently slain by Ti Ching, is 
thrust beneath the table of offerings to the 
gods. The police then find Li Ching and Kim 
Soy 1 attitudes of devotion and leave the 
secne, 

Chon Yet is placed nan underground opium 
den, and it is here that he is to be put to death. 
Kim Soy, who. meanwhile has heen rescued 
by the police from Li Ching’s clutches, hears 
af the murderous plot, and_ she flies to the 
police for suecor. The police raid the den 
just after the arrival of TE. Ching who purposed 


fo pay his respects to his fallen rival. In the 
helief that his orders to put Chon Yet to 
death have been carried out he descends to 2 
loathsome dungeon where his hereditary enemy. 
Quong Kee, lies in waiting for him, resolved 
to kill him for failing to pay him for the 
conmnission of a murder. 

While the police and Chon Yet’s friends are 
gathering above, Li Ching is stabbed by Quong 
Kee who then secks to escape above only to 
fall into the hands of the police. Li Ching, 
wounded to death, climbs the ladder and falls 
dead at Kim Soy’s feet, after a vain dying ef- 
fort to stab her. The lovers are then reunited 
and their troubles brought to an end. 

The pictures presented give one a faithful 
idea of life in the Chinese quarter of a metro- 
politan city like San Francisco. The street 
scene where Kim Soy attempts to fly to her 
lover’s arms by scaling a balcony, gives the 
spectator attractive glimpses of Oriental life. 
ITere are seen the merchants plying their 
trade; fish dealers selling their wares: veg.

We are next taken to the divorcee court 
where n deeree is granted the aetor and the 
custody of Evelyn is allowed, him. The 
wife objects strenuously to the judement 
of the court regarding the child. and leaves 
vowing vengeance upon her former hus- 
band. 


We are now given a glimpse of the stage 
back of the scenes, also the dressing room 
of the actor. So fearful is he that the 
mother will carry his little one away, he 
hardly allows her out of his sight. Conse- 
quently for a while she accompanies him to 
the theatre. Tlic wife learning of this ar- 
rangement bribes a stage hand to kidnap 
the child and deliver it into her hands. The 
plan succeeds and little Evelyn is taken to 
an apartment where the vulture [Tewitt 1s 
awiiting the return of the entlty mother. 


Soon after the kidnaping the actor’s 
valet discovers the little one’s absence, and 
rushing to the wings conveys the intelli- 
gence to Grey, who at that time is in the 
midst of a dramatic scene. Without a 
moment's hesitation the anxious father 
dashes to the stage door and there learns 
the truth. Calling a cab he and the faithful 
valet are soon in pursuit of the fleeing 
woman, Arriving at the house where the 
child has been taken, Grey bursts in and 
confronts the destroyer of his peace. Little 
evelyn rushes to her father’s arms, but is 
torn away by the guilty mother. Then en- 
sucs a desperate fight between the two men 
A lamp being overturned the room takes 
fire, and by a well directed blow the actor 
is left unconscious on the floor, Rushing 
from the house with the child, the heartless 
couple leave our hero to be burned to death, 
and entering a cab are driven away. They 
are not unseen, however, for the faithful 
valet is watching without, and springing on 
the back of the cab is taken with them tea 
a poor quarter of the city, where Fewitt 
enters an old rookery, carrying the strug- 
eling child. There she is turned over to the 
tender mercies of an old hag, who agrees 
for a consideration to keep her safely hid 
from the father. While they are agreeing 
upon terms the faithful valet has hastened 
back to the burning house where he finds 
lis master, who reviving has fought his 
way through the flames.

While visiting a wine shop kept by Monsieur Peyrolles he over- 
hears an agreement between an unscrupulous nobleman, Gonzague, and 
a party of hirelings to assassinate the Duke De Never and abduct his 
infant daughter, thus to pave the way to a dukedom for himself, he 
being the next in line as a relative of the Duke De Never. Lagardere, 
ever ready to fight on the weaker side, astonishes the plotters by spear- 
ing the incriminating document with the point of his sword and facing 
them all, seven against one. “You cowards! I'll just lock you in, then 
warn your intended victim, and when you come to do your dastardly 
work be well shrivens, for the sword of De Lagardere will be pitted 
against you.” To find the Duke De Never and warn him of Gonzague’s 
intentions is the next move of Henri. He and the duke arvive at the 
castle as Gonzague, appears at a tower window with the duke’s infant 
daughter. As De Lagardere seizes the child De Never and Gonzague 
engage each other. De Lagardere fights his way through the hirelings 
and reaches the top of the stairs leading from the castle yard to the 
street just as the treacherous Gonzague plunges his sword into the body 
of the doomed De Never. The dying father with a last effort calls to 
Henri to save his child. “Fear not, duke, your daughter is behind the 
sword of De Lagardere, who will not only protect her but will live to 
avenge her father’s assassination.” “Beware, Gonzague, for after the 
hirelings comes the master.” Realizing that Gonzague will put a price 
on his head he eludes his pursuers, and mounted on a swift charger he 
escapes from France with the duke's infant daughter. 

Eighteen years have clapsed since De Lagardere was banished through 
false evidence given at court by Gonzague, who has succeeded his mur- 
dered cousin to the dukedom, and who to make his position doubly sure 
has persuaded the duchess, Blanche’s mother, to become his wife. The 
poor mother still grieves for her lost child whom she has been led to 
suppose was abducted by Henri De Lagardere after he had killed her 
husband, 

Our next scene is the fencing room in Gonzague’s castle, eighteen 
years later, and one of his spies has returned with the news that De 
Lagardere, his term of banishment having expired, is to return to 
France that day, bringing with him the daughter of the murdered duke, 
now a beautiful lady and deeply in love with her guardian and protector. 


Gonzague acquaints Peyrolles with the facts, with instructions to pre-_ 
vent De Lagardere from presenting to the Regent of France the docu-- — 


ments taken from them eighteen years before. Peyrolles acts promptly 
and in the courtyard of his inn engages a band of hirelings to destroy 
De Lagardere, who arrives at the inn just as Peyrolles receives the 
note from Gonzague. De Lagardere sees them with their heads to- 
wether and determines to get possession of the paper Peyrolles is read- 
ing to them. This he accomplishes by a clever ruse. He decides to 
out-pay Monsieur Peyrolles. He calls the band together and boldly 
announces that he is going to outbid their master. “A bag of gold to 
each of you. Now T’ll help you to earn the single bag he offers.” 
“When he returns, say I have gone to the Bridge of Sighs, in the 
«rounds of my ancestors. He will follow in his chair, you are to meet 
me and apparently by the force of your numbers, overcome and slay 
me. He will be too cowardly to be present during the unequal struggle, 
and when he returns, will no doubt recommend a stone for my feet 
and eight feet of water for my final resting place, then we will turn the 
tables on Monsieur Peyrolles.” We see the astounded innkeeper mect 
the fate he has planned for De Lagardere. Blanche grows anxious over 
Henri’s long absence, inquires of the gateman at the inn, the direction 
tlenri has taken, and follows him. He reassures her, places her in a 
sedan chair, and escorts her to his own home. He dismisses the men, 
“You have served me well. May we meet again! and now dear Blanche, 
await me here. I go to perfect arrangements, and tonight at the Re- 
gents ball, you shall meet your mother.” The hunchback has been spy- 
ing on De Lagardere, and no sooner is he left alone with Blanche, than 
Gonzague, attended by a dozen henchmen, rushes in, overpowers De 
Lagardere, takes the half fainting girl and quickly lodges his prisoners 
within the walls of his own castle. The lovers are separated, Henri 
is taken to the fencing room and is left with the hunchback as his 
jailer: Gonzague with his court of reveless vie with each other in heap- 
ing insults on the helpless girl. The duke dismisses his retinue, and the 
profligate, who has been drinking heavily, forces his odious attentions 
on the now desverate Blanche. But help is at hand. De Lagardere left 
alone with the hunchback, sees a way to free himself. He places his 
back to a stand of inverted swords, and while bandying words with his 
captor, saws the bonds that tie his hands. Once free, he leaps for his 
sword that the hunchback has carelessly left on a bench, and armed 
faces his tormentor. The hunchback who in earlier days had been a 
fencing master, cyes Henri disdainfully and says: “Fool! I gave you 
your first lesson.” De Lagardere replies, “And Heaven willing, I will 
vive you your last!” Their bright blades flash fire, but the combat is 
short, De Lagardere the victor. His quick mind perceives a way out of 
his present difficulties. Tle removes the garments from the hunch- 
back, and quickly arrays himself in them. A casual observer would 
never notice the difference, so closely has this dashing cavalier assumed 
the form and manner of the hunchback, whose place in the castle he has 
determined to take. He arrives in time to put an end to .Gonzague’s 
unwelcome attentions to Blanche, and insinuatingly suggests that he 
be allowed to pay his court to the fair prisoner. Gonzague, his. brain 
hefogged with drink, is pleased with the suggestion. He recalls his 
companions and informs them of the hunchback’s ambitious desire. 
“\ joyous revenge gentlemen! We will marry the duke’s daughter to 
the crook back master. On with thy wooing!” De Lagardere requests 
them to retire beyond hearing and watch. He then quickly whispers to 


Blanche his plan. “Appear to be charmed by my advances.” She gladly 
eonsents and the half drunk courtiers are amazed to see the hunch- 
back by a few weird passes and the seeming exercise of supernatural 
power gain complete control of the maiden who now nestles fondly in 
his arms. “Egad! Gentlenten, the mis-shaped one has conquered!” 
The household priest has been summoned and quickly joins them in 
marriage. De Lagardere evades the proffered congratulations of the 
duke and his courtiers and retires from their presence. 

The discovery of the lifeless body of the real hunchback sobers 
Gonzague and-he appears at the Regents ball. But too late, De Lagar- 
dere has restored Blanche to her mother and placed the proof of the 
rascally duke’s crime in the hands of the Regent. Confronted with the 
evidence of his guilt he tries to escape, but De Lagardere’s oath is un- 
fulfilled. He craves permission of the Regent the privilege of crossing 
swords with the assassin of Blanche’s father. 

Our closing scene takes place in the courtyard of the ruined castle 
of the murdered De Never. Face to face at last!) The masterly swords- 
manship of Lagardere soon proves superior to the blind rage of his 
adversary, and the assassin of the last of the De Never’s falls before 
the avenging arm of Henri De Lagardere. “! have kept my oath! 
After the hirelings comes the master!”

See SHERIDAN’S GREAT RIDE 


It is the morning of April 12, 1861, a day destined to be fraught with 
action, the result of which would cause the greatest civil strife the world has 
ever known. 

A ball is in progress at the winter home of the flfinghams, a Virginia 
family noted for its hospitality and famed for its patriotism and wealth 


since early Colonial days. Robert [<flingham and Captain Kerchival West. 


had been classmates at West Point and are now both officers in Colonel 
Thoburn’s regiment of the U. S. Regular Army stationed at Charleston. 
Beauregard had already sent his famous message to Major Anderson, “Lf shall 
open fire in one hour,” and the inhabitants of Charleston had gathered in 
the grey twilight of the morning to witness the bombardment. 

As our story opens FEllingham and West are discussing the probability 
of war. Ellingham, a hot, impetuous Southerner, has just remarked that it 
war does come he will jain the Confederacy, to which West quietly answers, 
“I hope to God, Robert, we may never meet in battle.” Their Colonel ar- 
tives with an order from Washington commanding all officers who are to 
prove loyal to the government to report to Colonel Lyon at St. Louis, and 
dismemberment of the regiment begitts. 

Robert’s beautiful sister, Gertrude, is in love with Rohert’s friend, Kerch- 
ival West, but West has a rival. Fedward Thornton, a dissolute resident of 
Charleston and a rabid Secessionist, is also in love with Gertrude, and 
during our opening scene he attempts to force his attentions on the distracted 
eirl. She repulses him and he, becoming enraged, sa far forgets himself as 
to actually take her in his arms, saving, “If it was that Northern soldier, 
West, who held you 1 suppose you would not obejet.”. West enters the room 
and overhears this remark. “Excuse me, Miss Ellingham, if you will kindly 
retire I think I can answer Mr. Thornton’s remark to his entire satisfaction.”’ 
The girl, knowing Thornton’s reputation, leaves the room in fear and trepi- 
dation, and as she disappears Thornton turns to Icave. THe is halted by the 
cool voice of West. “Mr. Thornton, you are a contemptible coward.” Words 
such as these to a man of Thornton’s nature can lead to but ore result, a 
duel, and he turns on West and strikes him in the face with his heavy riding 


glove. Before the affair can go farther several of the male guests enter . 


the room and separate the rivals. A duel is quickly arranged, and Gertrude, 
seeing Thornton and his friends leave the house, returns to Kerchival te 
express her regrets. “Miss [Wlingham, I may never sce cou again, for, as 
you know, my duty will calf me to the defense of the Union, while you will 
no doubt return to your home in the Shenandoah Valley. But before we 
part ET must tell you that T love you and always shall. If T live, may FE re- 
turn to you after the war is over. Can I] ever hope to win your love?” The 
brave girl placed between love and duty hesitates. At that moment. there 
is the sullen boom of a distant gun, a slow, bright [ine of fire in the skyv— 
Beauregard has kept his word. A shell breaks upon the fort, Major Ander- 
son opens fire on the shore batteries, and the inevitable has happened—war 
with all its horrors has come to the American people. The girt decides. “No, 
no! Tam a Southern woman. We are enemies!" She sinks sobbing to 


~ 


her knees. West turns despairing from the woman he loves to go and 
avenge the insult Thornton has offered her. 

Our next scene shows the Botanical Gardens at Charleston, where the 
duel takes place. Thornton is wounded, but not seriously, and West gen- 
crously offers his hand in pardon. “No, damn you, we will meet again. You 
have marked me for life, but my turn will come.” 


IN THE SHENANDOAH VALLEY OCTOBER 19, 1864. 


Four years later our next scene opens at the home of the FEllinghams., 
twelve miles from Winchester. A regiment of Union cavalry, under the 
command of Colonel Kerchival West, are quartered on the ENingham plan- 
tation. A scout, disguised as an aged farmer, steals up to the gate and 
leaves two letters for Gertrude. One a secret dispatch addressed to Captain 
idward Thornton of the Confederate Seeret Service, which she is asked to 
cliver and which she determines to do. The other is from her friend, Miss 
Thoburn at Washington, telling Gertrude of West's assignment to duty in 
the Valley and wondering if she and West still meet. “You know, Gertrude, 
you told me in Charlesten that yeu loved him.” 

A meeting between the lovers follows. Then we see the brave girl de- 
liver the dispatch to Thornton, only to be arrested with him and brought 
back to face Colonel West as prisoners of war. The girl is paroled, but 
Thornton is searched and the dispatch found upon him. Realizing that his 
fate is sealed, he determines to revenge himself upon West. Seizing a drawn 
saber from one of the guards, he slashes at West, slightly wounding him, then 
tnakes a dash for freedom. He is followed by Sergeant Barket, West's fav- 
orite orderly, and shot by him just as we see a detachment of Confederate 
vavalry charge and capture a Union battery. This is one of-the most. thril- 
ling reproductions of grim visaged war ever produced in motion pictures. 

Our next six scenes reproduce in rapid suceession historical incidents. of 
one of the world’s greatest battles. 

General Jubal Early, in conmand of the Confederate forees in the Shen- 
andoah Valley, learns through his secret service that Sheridan is away from 
his army, having been called to Washington. He quickly decides to surprise 
the Union forces on Cedar Creek. Their leader being away will render them 
easy prey, and so it proves. Thoburn’s position on the extreme right is 
attacked just at daylight. The surprise is complete. Fis position ts 
turned in an instant, and within two hours from the firing of the first 
shct Sheridan’s entire magnificent army is streaming back on the pike to- 
wards Winchester. Sheridan has. however, returned, and stopped over night 
wt Winchester Tavern. As he finishes his breakfast a scout from Custer’s 
cavalry rides up with the intelligence that there is heavy firing in the direc- 
tion of Cedar Creek, and Sheridan starts on his famous ride destined to be 
aun epoch-making event in’ American history, We see Sheridan and his en- 
tire staff with foam flecked horses drawing nearer and nearer to the scene 
of battle. At last they reach a mass of stragglers, who, wounded and. bleed- 
ing are struggling to the rear. 

Pond, in his history of the Civil War, thus tersely describes the effect of 
Sheridan’s ride: 

“Yar, far in the rear was heard cheer after cheer. ° ‘Reinforcements are 
coming? flies from lip to lip among the retreating soldics. Not reinforce- 
inents but a host. General Phil Sheridan, the most beloved leader of men 
our great war produced.” 

“Turn back, boys, we'll lick ‘em yet,’ he yelled as he dashed by, and 
his potent personality turned defeat to victory, for every soldier ‘able to 
handle a gun followed litthe Phil. Quick, sharp, decisive orders. Mounted 


officers Tying here and there with ther soon hrought order out of chaos, and 
the Confederate forces who, two hours before, were streaming over the bat- 
tlefield of Cedar Creek a conquering legion, found themselves face to face: 
with a foe. reformed into ¥ictartous, Uneonquerable army, and aul this 
the result of man's love for leadership, 

The contidence of the Army of the Potomae in Phil Sheridan ainounted. 
fo an absolute belief in bis infallihility. Fle was their hero, and with hiny 
tw lead them net a man in the army believed there was such a word as fail. 


AFTER THE BATTLE. 

Our next seene, “After the Battle.” tinds a hospital eorps under a white 
flag. sent by General Thoburn at the request of Miss Hingham, to seared 
for the hoedy of Colonc] Kerchival West. No words of aurs will help this 
scene, [t's aetion truly speaks louder than words. 

We next see the wounded calonel in an old church which has been con 
verted into a hospital. there being nursed back to health and strength by 
his Southern sweetheart. Love, the erent Cenquercr, has wiped aut sec- 
tonal feeling, and her woman's heart belongs to her lover and not to her 
COUTLTY, 

Six months later Reace has beer declared and Gertrade and Kerehivat 
are united, The war is over and they are now Preparing to leave for Gen 
eraub Thoburn’s home in Washington, 


LIVING THE BATTLE OVER—THE REUNION. 

We are then privileged to witness a scene which. in 1865, was being cn 
acted in almost every city in this great cauntry—the hringing tovether of the 
fiving members of the disrupted families, Our old sergeant. has called te 
pay his respeets to his coloneh and is at once asked to again rehearse for 
them the stirring scenes of the hettle of Cedar Creek, and to tel] them where 
he last saw the OUssing coloncl—Kerchival West. Barket sets up a battery 
of teacups and lays out the inimie battleticld for the guests. But in his ex 
sitement at the recallection of General Sheridan's arrival he sweeps over 
the teacup battery like a whirlwind, much to the disgust of old Margery, the 
guardian of the china. “Never mind. Barket,” laughs the general. "Tell us 
where you last say Colonel West.” ° The standard bearer of the battery fel! 
forward pierced by a Bullet, a wounded soldier without cout or hat ane 
mouttted on a swift black horse spurred by the battery. Tt was Colonel West, 
and leaning forward he swept Old Glory from her lowly position and, fol- 
lowed by a frail of Confederate bullets 7 saw him disappear behind a little 
school house right about there.” (Pointing with his cane.) 4 ledy reaches 
over fits) shoulder and, ttking the eane fron. his trembling hand, correets 
“No, Barket. not over there, but over here, at the little churel where we were 
married this morning.” And the happy guests turn to tind Culonel West and 
his pretty Virginian wife standing clasped in each other's arms.
